LEGISLATORS AND MILITARY ENCAMPMENTS. 


The Assembly Committee on Military Affairs of the 
New York Legislature did an unusual thing in visiting 
the last Pine Plains encampment and learning at first 
hand the kind of duty done by the state troops and the 
needs of the state military establishment as demonstrated 
by actual field work. The members of this enterprising 
committee are Assemblymen Louis A. Cuvillier, Franklin 
Prooks, Clarence MacGregor, Louis T. Cross and A. J. 
Kennedy. They spent ten days in the camp and lived 
iike the soldiers, having regulation tents, ete. They were 
fortunate in finding for their instruction the largest 
aggregation of state troops yet seen in a state camp. 
There were. five Infantry regiments, a field hospital, an 
vmbulanee company and a detachment of Signal Corps 
troops. In their report to the Legislature the committee 
recommended that the entire division of the National 
(;uard be ordered into camp annually; that the Assembly 
Committee should attend such camp, and that a certain 
iumber of members of Congress from New York be 
invited to attend in order that these national legislators 
might obtain information from practical experience. 
Speaking of its own experience at the camp the committee 
suid in its report: “The opportunity of thus living under 
canvas with the troops gave a real insight into the 
spirit and purpose of the National Guard, increasing 
one’s respect for the patriotic service of the men who 
undergo the discipline and figors of military service in 
order to maintain the Guard off a high standing for 
efficieney.” 

The suggestion in the report that members of Congress 
visit the camp ought to bring excellent results, since 
what the Regular Army and the state Militia have 
suffered from has not been antipathy to the Services so 
much as ignorance of real conditions. If some way 
could be devised by which the Military Affairs Com- 
iittees of the Senate and House of Congress could visit 
‘neampments after the manner of the New York As- 
sembly Committee, perhaps it would not be long before 
cur national legislation, in respect of Service needs, 
would take on a broader tone and would reflect a 
sympathy and interest born of actual contact with the 
conditions in which the soldier, both of the nation and 
the state, does his work. We should have liked it better 
iy the report had not limited the number of New York 
Congressmen to be invited to attend the camp, for such 
experience is needed by them all. This New York com- 
inittee’s camp visit might instructively be imitated in 
other states, especially in those commonwealths in which 
lovislative interest in the Militia is not all that it should 
le, Adjutants general of the various states would do 
well to consider whether such committee visits as that 
in New York could not be arranged for their encamp- 
nents. 

That the New York committee learned something of 
practical value may be judged from this part of its 
report, dealing with the enlargement of the scope of 
the maneuvers: “The command of a major general is 
properly a division, and if the financial provisions made 
for the encampment of state troops during 1911 had 
heen concentrated at Pine Camp it would have been 
possible to put at least three more regiments into the 
camp, together with a battalion of Field Artillery (which 
was sent to Peekskill), thus having a division of troops, 
less one regiment. At a slightly additional expense a full 
division could have been put into camp, including 
auxiliary troops, and the maneuvers would have been 
inore instructive from the standpoint of training for the 
co-operation of various arms of the Service, and thus 
inore profitable to both officers and men.” 

When members of committees give time to the practical 
study of the subjects upon which they are called to 
legislate as this New York committee did it is likely 


that when they introduce bills or rise to speak on their 
committee bills they will receive more attention from 
their colleagues in the chamber than if they derived their 
information solely from the daily press or from official 
reports. It is clear that if this Assembly Committee 
shall feel called upon to ask for a larger appropriation 
for getting an entire division into camp the utterances 
of its members in urging such a measure will command 
more attention than they would if they had not attended 
the encampment. 
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SELLING THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Denver Post having proposed that the United 
States shall sell the Philippine Islands to some other 
nation and devote the money so received to the reclama- 
tion of the arid lands of the West and the lands in the 
Southern States subject to overflow, the New Orleans 
Picayune, attractive as such a plan for spending millions 
along the banks of the Mississippi may seem to Southern 
interests, flatly condemns the scheme, and says what 
every Army officer who has seen service in the archi- 
pelago will approve as absolutely true: “The idea of a 
stable government to be established among and by them- 
selves over the numerous and diverse races and tribes 
that inhabit that labyrinth of islands is something that 
never can be realized. Each tribe and race will demand 
and attempt to gain independence of all the others, 
and the country will be filled with internecine warfare 
unless kept in order by some strong government. Possibly, 
when the Democrats shall gain control of both Houses 
of Congress they may undertake to carry out the declara- 
tion of the platform, but it will be found that the 
guaranteeing of the independence of the islands will be 
a big job indeed, where every tribe wants to be free and 
independent of all restraint, not to speak of the tempta- 
tions they will present to other nations for political 
intrigue, machination and conspiracy. There seems to 
be no easy way to withdraw from the obligations and 
responsibilities into which the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines has involved the great republic.” 

If the Democrats in the near future shall obtain control 
of both Houses of Congress it is quite likely that they 
would come to the same conclusion as the Picayune, that 
there is no easy way for us to withdraw from the 
Philippines. It is very easy to formulate a plan when 
in the opposition and when not burdened with the re- 
sponsibility of carrying it into effect, but the moment 
the Democrats come fact to face with the bald proposition 
of turning loose the tribes of the islands among them- 
selves, the warlike Mohammedan Moros among the 
easy-going Christian Filipinos, they will find themselves 
in a position where the responsibility will appear too 
ereat and where letting well enough alone may seem to 
them to be the best policy. 

The Army of the United States is largely responsible 
for the belief in the minds of many Americans that the 
Filipinos should be left to work out their destiny alone. 
Through the excellent government begun under Army 
rule immediately after the American occupation and 
carried on by the civil administration under the protec- 
tion of the Army, a reign~of peace and prosperity has 
come to the islands that is exceedingly deceptive. It 
carries with it to the inexperienced the corollary that 
self-government should go with this prosperity, but in 
any such reasoning the fact is overlooked that it is the 
Army that has kept the wild tribes and the Moros in 
check and has permitted the better elements in the native 
population under American guidance to display some 
ability in self-government. This modicum of native 
ability would be drowned in the rush of savagery that 
would result from the withdrawal of our troops, and it 
is safe to say that it would not be long before either a 
despotism under some native chieftain of great force of 
character would develop, or this or some other country 
would be obliged to step in and establish peace and order.

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The beginning of the doom of the monitor as a sea- 
going fighting ship occurred at the bombardment of 
Matanzas, Cuba, April 27, 1898, by ships of the North 
Atlantic Squadron, according to Rear Admiral French 
E. Chadwick, U.S.N., retired, who in his latest book, 
that on the Spanish War, says that there was demon- 
strated for the first time the uselessness of the monitor 
in a rough sea, such as was running at the time. . “Some 
of the Puritan’s 12-inch shells,” he says, “fell but a 
few hundred yards from the ship, though the gun had 
been laid against the eastern battery between two and 
three miles distant. It was a striking instance of the 
effect of the extremely rapid oscillation of this class of 
vessel which makes any gun practice mere chance.” 
Then the Admiral goes on to compare the deficiency of 
ihe monitor with the effectiveness of the battleship. 
“TIowever excellent in harbors—and in smooth waters 
they have most excellent qualities—the strongest advo- 
cates of the monitor,” he says, “had to yield to the 
experience in the campaign in the Caribbean and grant 
to the battleship, which is but the logical development 
of the monitor, far higher qualities as a sea-fighting 
machine. The battleship, besides having the general 
good qualities of the monitor, has also those of habit- 
ahility and comfort, with the increased health and vigor 
of the erew accompanying such qualities, the importance 
and value of which are beyond estimation; it has further 
the capability of speed which the monitor has not. The 
writer would repeat a previously expressed opinion that 
the monitor is a floating hell in discomfort in such 
operations as those in the West Indies, and no govern- 
ment is justified in subjecting its servants to the torture 
which their crews must have undergone in such waters 


(and most heroically and uncomplainingly) so long as 
it is able to supply what, in the practically unanimous 
estimation of the naval world, is a far better ship.” Of 
course, it would be an interesting calculation to ascertain 
to what an extent the inhabitality of which the author 
speaks figures in the feeling against the monitor as a 
fighting machine. It did not require the experience of 
service in tropical waters to show that the discomforts 
of the monitor in the matter of living ‘quarters would 
present a valid argument against the use of this vessel. 
The inventor of the monitor, John Ericsson, took care 
to inform naval men that his vessel was simply designed 
to be a floating fort, and was not intended to consider 
the convenience or comfort of officers and crew. His 
idea was that battle efficiency should be paramount, and 
that if comfort was to be considered as entitled to prior 
consideration then the infernolike heat of the firerooms 
on the modern warship might warrant the return of the 
sailing ship, with its healthful atmosphere, to the naval 
fighting line. If there were not a prejudice against 
the monitor which the suggestion of the inefficiency as 
a gun platform in a rolling sea may not entirely account 
for, Russia might have had a monitor or two at Port 
Arthur at the beginning of the war with Japan. Monitors 
in the waters of that harbor might have given an 
entirely different turn to the war. As to speed, has 
there ever been a fair attempt to determine the possi- 
bilities of the monitors in this respect? 
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A German writer in “Prometheus,” writing on the 
subject of the Panama Canal, expresses the opinion that 
the existence of the eleven transcontinental roads in 
Canada and the United States, and the recent opening 
of similar routes across South America, to say nothing 
of the excellent Tehuantepec Railway, have largely re- 
moved the trade necessities which, in former years, 
called so loudly for the construction of the Panama 
Canal. His comparison of the values in millions of 
doliars of merchandise which was shipped from American 
ports to both American and foreign ports, via Panama 
and Tehuantepec, in successive years from 1907 to 1910, 
shows that in 1906-7 the value for Panama was 
$9,600,000; in 1909-10 this had risen to $12,800,000. 
The value for the Tehuantepec Railway for five and 
one-third months in 1906-7 (the year of opening) was 
$11,450,000, and in 1909 to 1910 this had risen for the 
twelve months to the total of $69,600,000.

The Secretary of the Navy and the Postmaster Gen- 
eral completed estimates of expenditures in their depart- 
ments for the forthcoming year Oct. 6, being the first 
cf the Cabinet members to finish the task. The estimates 
for the Navy will not exceed the appropriations for the 
current year, which amount to approximately $129,- 
000,000. Two years ago the naval estimates were 
$10,000,000 less than those of the preceding year. The 
following year they were cut down another $5,000,000. 
This year the naval estimates are the same as last year’s 
appropriations. In the Navy Department the building 
program will be substantially the same as last year. 
Two battleships. possibly slightly larger than the 27,000- 
ton ships now being constructed, with a number of 
smaller vessels, will be constructed if the plans of the 
Department are approved by Congress.

The St. Paul Pioneer Press of Oct. 5 publishes a 
cartoon which appears to reflect popular opinion con- 
cerning present conditions in Europe. The picture repre- 
sents “The Hague Peace Palace’ with locked doors and 
a placard across it bearing the inscription: “Closed 
owing to sickness in the family.” In front of the palace 
appears a fierce “war dog,” who is standing off a timid 
and apprehensive figure labeled “Turkey.” Besides the 
dog Mr. Turkey is confronted by the forbidding inscrip- 
tion: “Keep off the grass.” In the background appears 
Dr. Carnegie hastily retreating from the peace palace, 
followed by a shower of missiles. Thus the logic of 
cireumstances would appear to be accomplishing more 
in convincing people of the futility of paper peace pacts 
than the arguments drawn from reason, experience and 
a study of human nature.

Of the alleged purpose to raise the sunken vessels of 
Cervera’s fleet the Marine Journal, which we think is 
unnecessarily alarmed, says: “Of what possible use 
these obsolete vessels. which have been under water for 
thirteen years and whose machinery must in many parts 
he corroded beyond repair, to say nothing of the condi- 
tion of their hulls, could possibly be to the Government 
to warrant the expense of salving them, is hard to 
figure out. And even if they were in good condition, the . 
use that they could be put to would be problematic, as 
warship construction has undergone a complete revolu- 
tion since they left the hands of their builders. Better 
let them lie wherever they are and use the money that 
would be needed to raise them in constructing a new 
vessel of modern design.”

The new Ministry of Japan on Oct. 7 issued an 
authoritative statement of the naval policy to be fol- 
lowed. The Cabinet will ask the Parliament for an 
appropriation of 350,000,000 yen, or about $175,000,000, 
for the construction of new vessels. Of this sum 
270,000,000 yen, or $135.000,000, will be used in build- 
ing seven Dreadnoughts and two armored cruisers of 
80.000 tons each. The balance of the 350,000,000 yen 
will be devoted to the construction of smaller craft. 
The program is to be completed in seven years. Some 
of the ships will be constructed in foreign yards. 
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The occasional suggestions of cities on the Mississippi 
River that large naval vessels ascend the stream for the 
edification of the population lend interest to certain de- 
tails of the fickleness of that great river so far as its bed 
is concerned; indeed, it has so marked a tendency to 
seek a new bed that it might almost be referred to as the 
tramp river. Nearly the whole of the 1,300 miles of the 
old Mississippi River which La Salle floated down in 
his canoe two hundred years ago is good solid dry ground 
now. The river does not alter its location by cut-offs 
only ; it is always changing its habitat bodily—is always 
moving bodily sidewise. At Hard Times, as the New 
Orleans Democrat recently showed, the river is two 
miles west of the region it used to occupy. As a result 
the original site of the town is not now in Louisiana at 
all, but on the other side of the river in the state of Miss- 
issippi. ‘The town of Delta used to be three miles below 
Vicksburg, but a cut-off by the river has_ radically 
changed the position and row Delta is two miles above 
Vicksburg. More than once the river has shortened itself 
by thirty miles in one jump. These jumps have thrown 
the river towns into the rural districts and built up sand- 
bars and forests in front of them. To-day a man may be 
living in the state of Mississippi; during the night the 
river becomes cranky and makes a cut-off and in the 
morning the man is the resident of another state. An- 
other peculiar thing about the river is that it grows 
narrower as it nears its mouth. From the junction of 
the Ohio to a point halfway to the sea the width aver- 
ages a mile in high water; thence to the sea the width 
diminishes until at the Passes above the mouth it is but 
little more than half a mile wide. The stream annually 
empties into the Gulf 406 million tons of mud which led 
Captain Marryat, the novelist, to call the Mississippi the 
“great sewer.’ This mud if solidified would make a 
mass a mile square and 241 feet high. In two hundred 
years the mud thus brought down_ has extended the 
land not quite a third of a mile. The river discharges 
three times as much water as the St. Lawrence, twenty- 
five times as much as the Rhine, and three hundred and 
thirty-eight times as much as the Thames in England. 
Its drainage basin is equal to the area of continental 
Europe, less Russia, with the British Isles thrown in for 
good measure. Fifty-four navigable rivers are tributaries 
to it.

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The more the Boy Scout

Ilis parents, who are “cultured. as culture 
is understeod in these days. are certain that they are 
developing in this child a character that is. destined to 
make him one of the world’s choice spirits in the years 
to come. The chances are, of course, that they are 
simply smoothing the path that is leading that youngster 
to one of the finest whippings that a lad ever got from 
his playmates. Some day that boy is going to presume 
upon a playmate, unless, of course, in this 1911 system 
of bringing up he is not to be allowed playmates for 
fear of contamination, and that playmate is likely to 
teach the boy that there is such a thing as physical force 
in this world and that people defend their rights with 
it even when they are not old enough to carry guns 
If the parents of this boy continue their system of 
education through the years we should like to contrast 
his future with the future of a boy brought under the 
ipfluence of the Boy Scout movement, taught the impor- 
tance of obedience and made to understand that obedience 
to wise counsel is superior to the “independence” of 
irnenlent stubbornness or ignorant wilfulness. The

Senator Foster and Representatives Estopinal and 


Dupre, of Louisiana, wrote to the Secretary of the Navy 
complaining that contrary to their understanding the 
drydock at New Orleans had heen deprived of its electric 
power connection and all of its skilled and trained work- 
men, so that it was useless for docking vessels. Secre- 
tary Meyer replied that the instructions were to maintain 
the drydock ready for operation. A chief carpenter was 
to be kept in charge, but recently Capt. James M. Helm, 
commandant naval station, New Orleans, telegraphed 
that he had transferred station to Carpenter Joel A. 
Davis. U.S.N.. and shut down the power plant. The 
New Orleans Picayune, which states these facts, adds: 
“Secretary Meyer will obey both the spirit and the letter 
of the opinion of the Attorney General in| maintaining 
the dock at New Orleans open for commercial purposes. 
Ile undertook to transfer it to Guantanamo some months 
ago. but before giving the orders he asked the Attorney 
General to instruet him as to his power under the law. 
An opinion was promptly given that the dock could not 


be disturbed. It was thought that the dock stood in 
po further danger, and the facts reported by Senator 


Foster and Representatives Estopinal and Dupre in their 
protest occasioned surprise at the Navy Department.

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The Picayune further “As House of 
Representatives is controlled by a Democratic 
majority, there ought to be no difficulty in blocking the 
eforts of the Navy Department to close all Southern 
yards in the interest of the proposed Guantanamo station 
by inducing the Southern Democrats to solidly 
against any appropriations for the maintenance of navy 
yards which do not include provisions for the mainte- 
nance of the Southern stations. Formerly all appropria- 
tions for maintenance of yards and docks were specific 
appropriations, but in recent years Congress has appro- 
priated a lump sum, merely leaving the Secretary of 
the Navy the power to apportion the appropriation 
among the stations and yards according to their needs. 
It is this discretionary power which has enabled the 
Department to close the Southern yards by simply with- 
holding money for their maintenance. Whatever fight 
is made should be an aggressive fight, and should extend 
to every Navy appropriation or bill, so that the Navy 
officials can have it brought home to them that it is not 
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possible to antagonize the public opinion of an entire 
section of the country without suffering for it.”

In a highly commendatory account of the services to 
the country of the late Gen. Montgomery Cunningham 
Meigs in the Valve World, contributed by M. C. Meigs, 
a quotation is made from the General’s address to his 
corps, which we commend to the attention of those who 
so frequently find cecasion to deplore the alleged 
extravagance of military expenditures. In that address, 
delivered on his retirement in 1882, General Meigs said: 
“There has been applied to the wants of the Army more 
than $1,956,616,000. ‘This vast sum has been used with 
less loss and less waste through accident and fraud than 
has ever before attended the expenditure of so vast a 
treasure.” As Q.M.G. of the Army in the Civil War 
General Meigs had to deal with the great question of 
expanding the facilities of that department so as to 
meet the needs of the Volunteer Service. and it was the 
opinion of Lincoln’s Secretary of State, William H. 
Seward, that “without the services of this eminent 
soldier the national cause must either have been lost or 
deeply imperilled in the late Civil War.” The large 
undertakings in civil life, such as railroad, bridge, 
aqueduct, canal, terminal and other construction on a 
huge scale, would profit greatly if to them could be 
generally applied that punctiliousness of expenditure, 
that accurate adjustment of means to ends, that have 
always characterized Army administration, whether in 
the moving of a wagon load of supplies or in the building 
of a Panama Canal.

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The annual mine practice of the 54th Company, Coast 
Artillery Corps, U.S.A., was held at Sandy Hook, N.J., 
Oct. 9. Three mines, containing one hundred pounds 
of guncotton each, were detonated over targets hauled 
hy a steam launch, the result being two “hits” out of 
the three attempts. Capt. Harris S. Kerrick and Lieut. 
F. H. Phipps were in charge. The detonation of the 
first mine was a failure, the target coming past the 
“crater” caused by the explosion of the mine some ten 
feet under water untouched. There was very little sound 
connected with the explosion, but the water was driven 
in the air to a height of about two hundred feet, making 
“ very pretty sight, and in the sunlight making half a 
dozen rainbows. The second explosion shattered the 
target and caused another fountainlike effect. This mine 
was nearer the surface, and the report was sharper. 
The third explosion was less spectacular, but spread 
its effect over a larger area. Hardly had the fragments 
of the mine and the target stopped falling when the 
flotilla of small fishing boats was over the spot where 
the explosion occurred. and the harvest of fish 
large. The mines were fired after the targets had been 
located by a system of triangulation, under the direction 
of sz W. G. Haan, Coast Art. Corps, at Fort Wads- 
worth. 
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“The Liberté disaster,” says the London Engineer, “is 
particularly disquieting, because, coming after the Jena 
explosion, it has shaken the confidence of French 
chemists and engineers. The Minister of the Marine, 
and those whose duty it is to maintain confidence, will. 


of course, not admit that there is anything wrong witlr 


the explosives. It is quite possible that the explosives 
are perfectly safe if stored under normal conditions, but 
the fact remains that this confidence is not shared by 
the public or by a good many naval officers. It is true 
that conditions have considerably improved since the 
Jena disaster, but the bad name formerly attached to 
the famous B explosive continues to stick to it more or 
less, although the danger is supposed to have been 
eliminated by suppressing old stores and suitably venti- 
lating the magazines. On the other hand, it may be 
remarked that the French have of late years been 
attaching more importance. perhaps, to muzzle velocities 
than to the manufacture of explosives offering a minimum 
danger from decomposition. During the past two or 
three years they have considerably increased the efficiency 
of their artillery by the use of very powerful explosives, 
and the question arises whether this result has not been 
obtained at the expense of safe storage.”

MANAGEMENT OF THE NAVY YARDS. 


Secretary Meyer in his work of improving the manage- 
ment methods in our navy yards has examined various 
systems advocated by individuals. He has had the 
benefit of advice from experts in modern management. 
The scientific systems advocated in this country required 
so much detail that Mr. Meyer felt that they could not 
be advantageously used in our navy yards without 
serious changes in the established civil service rules for 
employment and the opposition of the labor interests, 
He has felt, too, -that too much system would increase 
and not decrease costs. This impression has been con- 
firmed by the experience of numerous manufacturing 
establishments in this country and by one striking ex- 
perience of a large corporation at Erith, England. 
Secretary Meyer stated that he found at the Barrow-in- 
Furness ship. engine and ordnance works of Vickers, 
Limited, in England, a most efficient and up to date 
managenent, with system and detail carried apparently 
as far as it could be advantageously. ‘This system in- 
cludes central planning and routing and the cutting out 
of waste. It has been introduced step by step. and has 
been found mutually satisfactory to the corporation and 
the 10,000 or more workmen employed. Secretary Meyer 
believes that the Vickers methods, adapted to naval 
needs, can be profitably applied in our navy yards with 
great benefit both to the Government and the workmen. 
Capt. A. B. Willits and Capt. E. Theiss. U.S.N.. left 
October 5 for England to study the Vickers Com- 
pany system more in detail. In the meantime Naval 
Constructor Evans has been ordered to temporary duty 
at Norfolk to assist in carrying out written instructions 
to the commandant for improvements in the issue and 
eare of tools, the handling of material, estimating on 
work, repair methods and bringing about uniform 
methods in all shops. Constructor Evans will take the 
place of the civilian expert who had been contemplated. 
Secretary Meyer concluded by saying that he had no 
—_. of making any changes in organization in navy 
yards, 

The inventory of the Washington Navy Yard has not 
vet been completed. The materials in the shops, it 
develops, were not taken into consideration in an- 
nouncing that there was a discrepancy of $3,280,270.58 
between the actual value of the stock on hand and the 
amount that appears in the books of the yard. a state- 
ment that appeared in the dailv papers. When the 
inventory of the shops is completed there will be a 
material reduction in the paper shortage. It is not 
surprising that there should be such a large discrenancy 
in the accounts of the vard when it is understood that 
the inventory covered twenty-five years. In that time 
it is estimated that over a hundred million dollars worth 
of material has been handled through the yard. During 
this period over twelve million dollars worth of 12-inch 
guns have been built at the Washington Yard. Handling 
such an immense amount of work, especially during the 
Spanish-American War, it is verv easy to send out of 
the factory a million or two dollars worth of material 
without making a record of it. While the books do not 
show all the material that has been turned out of the 
vard, it is claimed that everything will be accounted for 
hy records that are kent in the yard. No one thinks 
that during the twentv-five vears covered by the invoice 
that the Government has suffered any serious loss. The 
claim is made that the bookkeeping system is faulty. 
It was on account of the antiquated methods of hook- 
keeping and accounting that Secretary Mever emploved 
expert accountants in July, 1909, not only in the De- 
partment. but in the navy yards. 

The first navy yard in which the experts were placed 
was Boston, in July, 1909; then at the other yards in 
the following order: New York, Philadelohia, Norfolk, 
Portsmouth. N.H., Puget Sound, Mare Island. Charles- 
ton, S.C., and Cavite and Olongapo. Complete inven- 
tories of ordnance material were made in each yard, 


other materials being constantly inventoried by the 
general storekeeper. and gimproved and up to date 


methods in bookkeeping installed. 

Washington was the last of the industrial yards to 
have the new accounting system established and inven- 
tory made. On Feb, 16, 1911, a pay officer was detailed 
by the Department for this purpose, also instructions 
were issued that an accurate inventory of materials in 
the Washington Yard be taken by the general store- 
keeper. It was to keep accurate track of all stores and 
prevent errors in accounting, such as have brought 
about the conditions discovered at the Washington Yard, 
that Secretary Mever originally emploved experts. to 
plan the new accounting system, which is now being 
carried out under the Paymaster General. 

In the past. owing to the faulty methods ef book- 
keeping, materials issued from navy yards to ships were 
frequently not invoiced for months and even years after 
their delivery, the consequence being that at any par- 
ticular time the books of the yard would show a greater 
value of. material as being on hand than wovld actually 
be found by inventory, while the ships would have on 
board quantities of material not accompanied by invoices, 
and therefore not shown on the books. Owing to the 
high value of many ordnance units this practice was 
particularly liable to show large differences between the 
values of ordnance materials actually on hand and as 
shown by the books. j

NAVAL ACTION WITH REFERENCE TO CANAL. 

Theodore Roosevelt has an article on “How the United 
States Acquired the Right to Dig the Panama Canal” 
in the current number of The Outlook. He discusses 
allegations which have been made from time to time 
that he acted without regard to the Constitution and 
usurped authority, and he upholds the regularity of the 
Panama proceedings throughout. Concerning the oppo- 
sion of Colombia, Mr. Roosevelt says: 


“I felt very strongly that the position that the one-time 
Secretary of State, Cass, had taken nearly fifty years 
before was the proper position, and that the United 
States would be derelict in its duty if it permitted 
Colombia to prevent the building of the Panama Canal. 
I was prepared, if necessary, .o submit to Congress 4 
recommendation that we should proceed with the work 
sn spite of Colombia’s opposition, and, indeed, had 
prepared a rough draft of a message to that effect, when 
«vents on the Isthmus took such shape as to change 
the nroblem. 

“The people of Panama now found themselves in a 
position in which their interests were identical with the 
interests of the United States: for the government of 
Colombia, with elaborate care, and with a shortsighted- 
ness equal to its iniquity, had followed out to its end 
ihe exact policy which rendered it morally impossible, 
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as well as morally improper, for the United States to 
continue to exercise its power in the interest of Colombia 
and against its own interest and the interest of 
Panama. There was no need of any outsider to excite 
revolution in Panama. There were dozens of leaders 
on the Isthmus already doing their best to excite revolu- 
tien. It was not a case of lighting a fuse that would 
fire a mine—there were dozens of such fuses being lit 
all the time: it was simply a case of its ceasing to be 
the duty of the United States to stamp on these fuses or 
longer to act in the interest of those who had become the 
open and malignant foes of the United States—and of 
civilization and of the world at large: 

“IT sent various naval vessels to the Isthmus. The 
orders to the American naval officers were to maintain 
free and uninterrupted transit across the Isthmus, and, 
with that purpose, to prevent the landing of armed forces 
with hostile intent at any point within fifty miles of 
Panama. These orders were precisely such as had been 
issued again and again in preceding years—1900, 1901 
and 1902, for instance. They were carried out. Their 
necessitv was conclusively shown by the fact that a 
body of Colombian troops had landed at Colon and 
‘hreatened a reign of terror, announcing their intention 
of killing all American citizens in Colon. The prompt 
action of Captain Hubbard, of the gunboat Nashville, 
prevented this threat from being put into effect; he 
resevee the imperiled Americans, and finally persuaded 
the Colombian troops to re-embark and peacefully return 
to Colombia. : 

“We recognized the Renublic of Panama. Without 
firing a shot we prevented a civil war. We promptly 
negotiated a treaty, under which the canal is now being 
dug. In consequence, Panama has for eight, years en- 
joyed a degree of peace and prosperity, which it had 
never before enjoyed during its four centuries of troubled 
existence. Be it remembered that unless 1 had acted 
exactly as I did act there would now be no Panama 
Canal. 

“It is folly to assert devotion to an end. and at the 
same time to condemn the only means by which the end 
can be achieved. 

“Not only was the course followed as regards Panama 
right in every detail and at every point, but there could 
have been no variation from its course except for the 
worse. We did our duty to the world, we did our duty 
to the people of Panama, we did our duty to ourselves. 
We did harm to no one save as harm is done to a bandit 
by a policeman who deprives him of his chance to black- 
mail.”

CAVALRY OF THE REVOLUTION. 


Since Gen. Charles Francis Adams has called atten- 
tion to the alleged neglect of Washington to make proper 
use of Cavalry during the Revolutionary War, it may 
be well to consider what Cavalry Washington had at his 
command. In all it was four regiments of light dra- 
goons, the Cavalry Legion of the Duke of Lauzun, a 
French nobleman who served with our Army until the 
close of the Revolutionary War, and Lee’s Legion, com- 
manded by Lieut. Col. Commandant Henry Lee or 
“Light Horse Harry,” the father of Robert E. Lee. 
This last was a regular Continental organization and did 
more fighting than any cavalry corps during the war. 
On the 19th of August, 1779, Lee, with some of his Cav- 
alry reinforced by Infantry, surprised the post of Paulus 
Ilook, opposite to New York, and took 159 British 
soldiers prisoners with a loss of only two killed and 
three wounded. The sergeant majorsof this regiment was 
John Champe, who enjoyed the con&dence of Washing- 
ton, and was employed by him in sevéral expeditions of 
a secret nature including the bold attempt to capture 
Arnold, which failed through no fault of his. To accom- 
plish his purpose Champe pretended to desert from his 
regiment and was, in fact, fired upon by his own com- 
rades while riding toward the British postsylying on the 
Iludson River. : . 

The first Cavalry troop_was authorized by the Con- 
vention of Williamsburg, June 138, 1776. It grew into 
the 1st Regiment of Light Dragoons, of six companies, 
commanded by Theodorick Bland, lieutenant colonel, 
commandant. It was attached to the division of Lord 
Sterling. Bland retired in November, 1779, and was 





| succeeded by Col. Walter S. White, of Virginia. 


The 2d Regiment of Light Dragoons was composed 
chiefly of Eastern men and was commanded by Col. 
Elisha Sheldon, of Connecticut. It was a fine regiment 
and was a special favorite with Washington. The 3d 
Light Dragoons was commanded by Col. George Bay- 
lor, of Virginia, with William Washington, of South 
Carolina, lieutenant colonel. Colonel Baylor, with a 
portion of the regiment, was surprised and cut to pieces 
at Old Tappan on the Hackensack gRiver, Sept. 24, 1778, 
by a British force under Brigadier General Grey, Baylor 
being dangerously wounded and made prisoner.  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Washington was more successful at the 
South with the portion of the regiment known as 
“Washington’s Legion,’ which was an excellent body of 
cavalry and gained a high reputation. 

Col. Stephen Moylan, an Irishman by birth, com- 
manded the 4th Light Dragoons. A French gentleman 
who had seen most of the armies of Europe and who was 
traveling through the States during the war pronounced 
Moylan a finished gentleman, and his dragoons as fine 
mounted troops as he had ever seen. This regiment 
does not appear to have shared in the poverty of the 
Revolutionary Army, which poverty was wholly due 
to incompetent and dishonest civilian administration 
and not to any lack of supplies. With the exception of 
Moylan’s regiment the Cavalry uniform was a_ black 
leather helmet, with horse-hair falling crest, a blue 
coatee faced with buff; buff breeches and huge jack boots. 
The uniform of Moylan’s regiment, according to the His- 
torical Magazine, was green cloak, red cape, green coat 
turned up with red, red waistcoat, buckskin breeches, 
and a leather cap turned up with bearskin. 

The Cavalry Legion of Lauzun, which numbered six 
hundred men, finely uniformed and equipped has not re- 
ceived the eredit to which it is entitled. Washington 
thought highly of it. Lauzun subsequently commanded 
i regiment of Hussars in the service of Louis XVI. He 
was loyal to the king and assisted him in his attempt to 
i 4: with Marie Antoinette in the “Journey to Val- 
enes.” 

Besides the Continental or Regular regiments named 
there were various Militia organizations, the most 
noted of which was Marion’s corps from South Caro- 
lina, who were in effect mounted Infantry. Some of the 
Militia Cavalry were so contemptible as to excite ridi- 
cule, including some of the Virginia companies which 
were miserably made up. 

For these facts we are indebted to an article by A. G. 
Brackett, published in the Galaxy Magazine forty-five 
years ago, Dec. 1, 1866. Mr. Brackett says in the con- 
clusion of his article: . ‘ 

“For the most part the horses used during the war in 
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the Cavalry Service were of superior quality and were 
selected with great care. Lieutenant Colonel Lee was 
an excellent judge of horses, and he purchased the ani- 
mals for his men. Besides this, many of the soldiers 
rode thoroughbreds which were their own individual 
property. On the whole, the men were exceedingly well 
mounted, and the horses do not appear to have died off 
in such numbers, proportionably, as has been the case in 
our more recent wars. The men were kept employed on 
picket and outpost duty in the Northern and Eastern 
states, while those who served in South Carolina and 
Georgia were sometimes obliged to make marches of 
very considerable distance. The principal cavalry offi- 
cer of the British service, who was pitted against our 
people in the states of South Carolina and Georgia, was 
Colonel Tarleton, who was certainly a most excellent 
officer, and it is a question whether any of our Cavalry- 
men were at all his equal. In fact, Tarleton has had 
few superiors in any service. 

“In the campaigns through North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georgia, General Greene had with him 
I.ee’s Legion, a portion of the 3d Dragoons, under Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Washington and Marion’s men, besides a 
respectable force of Infantry. These men all acquitted 
themselves with the greatest credit, and at the battle 
of Eutaw Springs on Sept. 8, 1781, Lieutenant Colonel 
Washington was taken prisoner and kept by the enemy 
some time. There is an air of romance over the deeds of 
our Revolutionary heroes in these adventures in the 
South, which sends a thrill of emotion through every 
true patriot; their camps amid the dense foliage of 
Southern woods; their fights by the banks of the swift 
running streams; and their marches through a new and 
sparsely settled country abounding with game, all have 
a charm which soldiers love to dwell upon.”

MAINE EXPLOSION—INTERNAL OR EXTERNAL? 


An able reply to Rear Admiral George W. Melville, 
former Engineer-in-Chief of the U.S. Navy, in regard 
to the Maine explosion, is made by John Bermingham, 
ir., of San Francisco, in the September issue of the 
American Marine Engineer of New York. Admiral Mel- 
ville recently in the North American Review took the 
ground that the Maine was destroyed by an interior 
explosion, his views being summarized in our issue of 
June 3, page 1196. Mr. Bermingham is a manufacturer 
of high explosives, and before engaging in that business 
was a marine engineer, and for many years manager 
of one of the largest dynamite and smokeless powder 
companies in the United States. His experience with 
explosives entitles him, he believes, to discuss the explo- 
sion from the standpoint of a practical expert. He 
discusses the catastrophe only in relation to the quantity 
and quality of the explosives carried by the Maine. 
Manifestly, if it can be proved that these explosives 
were easily ignitable and subject to quick deterioration, 
it increases the chances that the explosion was an 
internal one; if it can be shown that the explosives were 
not unduly sensitive, the theory of an outside explosion 
is strengthened. 

Mr. Bermingham proceeds at once to the analysis of 
the character of the Maine’s explosives. In 1898 our fleet 
was equipped with brown prismatic powder, with the 
possible exception of a few ships which had among their 
stores a little of the first smokeless powder made, but 
the amount was so small as to be insignificant. The 
shells were filled with black powder, no high explosive 
being used. The Maine carried nothing of a, strictly 
speaking, high explosive mixture, other than that con- 
tained in the primers of the shells, and possibly some 
wet guncotton for her torpedoes. The primer charges of 
fulminate of mercury possibly did not, if placed 
altogether, amount to more than ten or twenty pounds, 
but this amount was distributed among about a thousand 
shells, big and little. The wet guncotton was absolutely 
safe, and could be exploded only by a primer of dry 
guneotton and a heavy charge of fulminate. Wet gun- 
cotton containing twenty to thirty per cent. moisture will 
burn safely in any quantity without explosion. The 
Maine probably carried four thousand to six thousand 
pounds of saluting powder of black sporting grade; the 
rest of the powder on board was brown prismatic, packed 
in sacks placed in strong wooden boxes. This powder 
was about one-half as fast in burning under pressure 
in the powder chambers as the black powder previously 
used. It was almost impossible to fire a grain with a 
spark or lighted match. 'The Maine’s powder, therefore, 
was of a slow burning variety, and not easily ignitable 
by ordinary sparks. It was also absolutely stable, and 
would not deteriorate or decompose as some of the latter- 
day nitro smokeless powders do. Experts in explosives 
know that the group of high explosives, such as the 
dynamites of commerce, the fulminates of mercury and 
the chlorate mixtures, are entirely different in their 
destructive energies from the so-called low explosives, 
black blasting, sporting and brown prismatic powders. 

Knowing the characteristics of the powder stored in 
the Maine, Mr. Bermingham comes to the conclusion 
that the explosion could not have originated in the 
Maine’s magazine, and that the original explosion, 
occurring on the exterior of the hull immediately below 
the magazines, caused the ignition of the brown prismatic 
powder stores, this latter explosion demolishing the decks 
and the upper works. The absence of a water column, 
as noted by Admiral Melville, can be accounted for, he 
believes, by the mine exploding so close to the hull that 
the explosive took the line of least resistance, which 
was the ship’s bottom as against the depth of water she 
drew. Besides the Naval Regulations and the good 
discipline maintained by Captain Sigsbee, all tending to 
safeguard the explosives on board from ignition, the 
brown powder was not affected by ordinary temperatures 
up to 300 degrees Fahrenheit. Even if the Maine’s 
magazines had been exploded from the interior by care- 
lessness or fire, the explosive force would have been 
upward through the decks, and not downward through 
the bottom. ‘The explosion at Mare Island Navy Yard 
a few years ago of several hundred thousand pounds of 
brown prismatic powder is cited in proof. In that ex- 
plosion there was no crater nor floor depression, such as 
would have been caused by a high explosive. The roof 
was simply torn off and the walls little injured. 

Mr. Bermingham doubts the ability of most military 
men to pass proper judgment upon the case of the Maine. 
“The trouble with most Army and Navy men who are 
to pass judgment on the explosion.” he says, “is that 
thev lack practical knowledge of the characteristics of 
explosives and of their manufacture and ingredients. 
This does not refer to those who have made a study of 
ordnance, but to the general run.’ He makes the fol- 
lowing rather impassioned appeal for the opinion of 
explosive experts in the final decision; “In selecting the 
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board to pass upon the explosion when the hull is finally 
exposed, for Heaven’s sake put some men on it who by 


their experience can tell really what happened, and don’t 
put theorists on it.” 
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REPORT ON THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


Expression of a belief that the best results can be 
reached at the Military Academy only when the com- 
mandant of cadets is an efficient Infantry officer is one 
of the leading features of the annual report of Major 
Gen. Thomas H. Barry, U.S.A., Superintendent at West 
Point. A fine tribute is paid to the abitity of Lieutenant 
Colonel Sladen, the new commandant, in this language: 
“Since the present commandant of cadets, Lieut. Col. 
Fred W. Sladen, 11th Inf., assumed his duties marked 
improvement has been apparent in the tone of the corps, 
its discipline and _ instruction.” Referring to the 
“silence” of 1910, the report says that a thorough in- 
vestigation skowed there was no foundation for the 
alleged grievances and that the entire responsibility 
rested with the First Class—the class of 1911—all of 
the cadet officers of which failed in their duty, aiding 
and abetting the “childish and senseless demonstration.” 
The officer against whom this insubordination was mani- 
fested is “unusually able, and has demonstrated his 
efficiency since.” It would seem that some such action 
by the corps had been anticipated by the authorities 
during the last summer encampment (1910), when four 
Army officers were detailed for duty with the camp, in 
addition to the commandant of cadets and eight tactical 
officers, with instructions to remain awake from mid- 
night until reveille daily to preserve order while the 
officers of the tactical department slept. Such action, 
the report maintains, would seem to indicate a lack of 
confidence in the corps. and especially in the cadet offi- 
cers. With the exception of the “silence” the discipline 
of the corps in the year was satisfactory. 

At this point General Barry discusses the arm ta 
which the commandant should belong, as follows: “It is 
believed that the best results can obtain only when the 
commandant of cadets is an efficient Infantry officer. 
This without any reflection whatever on officers of other 
arms and without corps or arm prejudice. It stands to 
reason that an officer who for many years devoted his 
whole time and attention to Cavalry, Field Artillery or 
Coast Artillery duties and instruction is not proficient 
in the fine points of Infantry drill and instruction, and 
is inclined for that reason to pass said instruction down 
to one of his subordinates who is an Infantry officer. 
The battalion of cadets is an Infantry organization, 
there are competent instructors for Cavalry and Field 
Artillery, and the senior Infantry officer instructor 
should be the commandant of cadets, who should have 
direct charge of Infantry instruction, especially of the 
battalion.” 

If General Sherman was right in 1876 when he recom- 
mended that a general officer be Superintendent of the 
Academy, the nereased number of cadets and the en- 
largement of the Academy, says the report, give addi- 
tional reason now for a general officer to be at the head 
of the institution. Such an officer would be the superior 
in actual rank to all other officers on duty there. 
Assigning a junior officer to this duty and giving him 
local rank does not ameliorate nor improve conditions: 
it always has been and always will be humiliating to his 
superiors on the Academic Board, some of whom are 
older in years and length of service and his senior in 
actual rank. 

The report echoes the regret of all belonging to the 
Academy that the time-honored Board of Visitors has 
been done away with, and affirms the belief that at least 
five distinguished citizens of the country should be 
appointed to the board. General Barry emphatically 
disapproves the idea of erecting the group of buildings 
which has been under discussion for some time, such as 
will provide quarters for the President of the United 
States, the Secretary of War and other distinguished 
guests. He says the President, Secretary and other 
guests visit the place too infrequently to warrant the 
cost of the projected buildings. He does advocate, how- 
ever, the building of an adequate hotel on the site of 
the old one, this recommendation seeming so important 
to him that he prints it in italics in the report. The 
buildings in Professors’ Row will be sufficient for some 
time. In these views on the buildings the Academic 
Board unanimously concurs. 

A new method for determining the “distinguished 
graduates” or a cadet who is “distinguished” in any 
subject put into operation with the class of 1915 is 
deseribed Since the beginning of the Academy five 
eadets have been arbitrarily noted as distinguished, no 
matter what the size of the class or what their ratings 
in any particular subject may have been. They simply 
stand from one to five in any class at any year, to be 
distinguished. This the Board does not consider fair, 
because one-quarter of a class of about twenty members 
were distinguished, whereas the same number—five—or 
one-twenty-fifth of a class of 125 members, were distin- 
guished. It has been decided that it would be more 
just that the list of distinguished cadets should be based 
upon a percentage of the maximum marks rather than 
merely to embrace a specific number from the class 
roll. This percentage should be fixed so as to indicate 
a high degree of academic merit, and, once determined, 
it should remain unchanged so long as the academic 
conditions remain essentially the same. The necessary 
data are not available to determine the precise minimum 
percentage that should establish the list of distinguished 
cadets. The first step in establishing a minimum per- 
centage for distinction should be made by having the 
roll of proportional parts accurately express the propor- 
tion of actual to possible marks. This result can be 
obtained by giving to each cadet that proportion of the 
weight of the subject that his total mark bears to 
the possible maximum mark in the subject. 

General Barry makes q strong protest against existing 
methods of selecting candidates for the examinations for 
admission. many of whom seem to have lacked instrue- 
tion in the very fundamentals of education. From 
examination papers are given some extracts which would 
be laughable if they did not mean a serious detriment 
to the work of the Academy. One candidate, writing 
of the battle of Waterloo, gave this startling informa- 
tion: “The battle of Waterloo where Napoleon the most 
noted and powerful ruler also general that Europe has 
ever produced is what some authoraties say as to his 
greatness, met his defeat his defeat was merely an 
oversight.” Another candidate wrote: “The battle of 





Waterloo was fought hetween the French and English. 
The French were led by Nepoliean and the English by 
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Lord Wellingford.” Getting nearer home the candidates 
were no better. Of the leaders and the importance of 
the battles of Trenton and Princeton, one candidate 
wrote: “MontCalm and Wolf, Gained a stronger holt 
on the equipment of the opposing forces.” Another got 
nearer to our own epoch by declaring that “General 
Jackson and General Lee” were the opposing leaders in 
those battles. One candidate had the Macedonians and 
the Romans meeting at the battle of Crécy. Such 
examples of ignorance dishearten the Academy Superin- 
tendent, for he deems it incredible that if proper means 
are used to find suitable applicants the honor of the 
appointment as candidate for entrance to the Military 
Academy should go begging. ‘There are thousands of 
young men in this country, he says, well grounded in 
the essential branches required of candidates, who would 
welcome the chance to enter the military service as a 
cadet. The admission of candidates who ultimately 
reveal the want of education in fundamentals tends to 
hold back the whole class. Such exhibitions of ignor- 
ance by candidates are an indication of something 
lacking in the common school system of the country. 
Thorough testing of the fitness of appointees before they 
are allowed to take the entrance examination is urged 
by the report. 

The Superintendent recommends that foreigners should 
be required to pass the mental and physical examina- 
tions. General Barry doubts that the best interests of 
the institution are subserved by their admission under 
the existing requirements. ui 

Contracts’ have been awarded for the construction 
of the new academic buiiding, with some modifications, 
at an estimated cost of $396,631.25. With the completion 
of that building the original appropriation of $7,500,000 
for the enlargement of the Academy will be exhausted. 

It is recommended that the Government order officer 
instructors in foreign languages to go abroad, thus 
relieving them of the expense of such a trip. Heretofore 
to get advantage of such training they have gone to 
Hurope at their own exronsc, a saermce they snould not 
he ralled on iv make. Great credit is given to the heads 
of the academic departments and their assistants for 
the unusual record made in the year. No cadet was 
discharged for deficiency in the December, 1910, exami- 
nation: four members of the Fourth Class then deficient 
in mathematics were turned back to the incoming class. 
No such record has been made, in respect to cadets 
discharged for deficiency, since the Civil War. Five 
cadets were discharged for deficiency in studies in the 
academic year, as against forty-eight the year before, 
twenty-one of whom, however. were cadets of the Fourth 
Class discharged as a_ result of their first, June, 
examination. ‘This unusual condition could not obtain 
but for “the conscientious, devoted and unusual efforts of 
all in the academic departments to whom belongs the 
credit for this commendable achievement.” 

In the report of the commandant of cadets it is pointed 
out that as this was the first year that instruction has 
been given in rifle practice under the new firing manual 
comparison with former classes is impossible. Two 
cadets qualified as expert riflemen, thirty-two as sharp- 
shooters. twenty-two as marksmen, and twenty-eight did 
not qualify. The construction of gallery ranges in the 
basement of the gymnasium is urged. Plans for these 
galleries have been submitted. The excellent results in 
the Field Artillery department have been largely due 
to the “ability, energy and judgment” of Major C. P. 
Summerall, 3d F.A., instructor in Field Artillery for 
five years and a half. The promising conditions con- 
tinue under his able successor, Capt. Manus McCloskey. 
The F.A. practice was very satisfactory, due to the fine 
quality of ammunition furnished by the O.D. The in- 
crease of the enlisted strength of the F.A. detachment 
to thirty-four men is urged. The new riding hall gave 
splendid results in the year. Capt. Herman J. Koehler 
and his assistants did gratifying work in the year in 
the gymnasium classes. Of Captain Longan’s work 
Colonel Sladen’s report says: ‘“The class of 252 cadets 
admitted on June 14 has, under the command of Capt. 
R. E. Longan. Inf., made remarkable progress in the 
preliminary drills and duties of a cadet. Great credit 
is due Captain Longan and his assistant, Lieut. F. H. 
Farnum, and the members of the First Class detailed 
over them for the results obtained with such a large 
class in so short a time.” The increase of the Cavalry 
detachment is also urged. 

In the report of Capt. Gilbert A. Youngberg, C.E., 
in charge of the department of practical military 
engineering, military signaling and telegraphy, is ex- 
pressed a regret that the bill making permanent the 
organization as it now exists and adding four privates, 
that has passed the Senate. does not take cognizance 
of all the facts bearing on the case, but seeks to make 
permanent a form of organization that was purely 
temporary and provisional. The rate of pay for soldiers 
serving at the post should be increased and the barracks 
should be improved. The first instruction in riding, 
given under direction of Lieut. FE. M. Zell, 7th U.S. 
Cay.. has been very promising. The detachment of 
Engineers should have ten mounts permanently assigned 
to it to keep the men instructed in riding. 

In the matter of health the year showed a marked 
improvement over the preceding. The average daily 
number of cadets in hospital fell from 14.93 in the fiseal 
year 1910 to 11.57 in 1911. The average for the decade, 
1901-1910, was 14.38. The days lost on sick report, 
hospital and quarters dropped from 8,478 in 1910 to 
5.203 in 1911. In the annual physical examination of 
the corps made recently forty-six cases of flat feet were 
found, or one case to every nine cadets. The rigid metal 
shank between the layers of the sole and supporting the 
arch of the foot. it is urged, should be omitted from 
future issues of the cadet shoe as tending to atrophy of 
the muscles required to support the arch. As indicating 
the prevalence of appendicitis among young men of the 
country, the report says that thirty-one members’ of the 
corps have been operated on for that trouble. From 
May, 1910. 4.177 new beoks. pamphlets. ete.. were re- 
ceived at the library. Tle law preventing the sale of 
liquor within a certain distance of the Academy meets 
with the approval of the Superintendent, who says that 
“but for this wise provision of law this reservation 
would sooner or later be menaced, as are nearly all 
military reservations, by the establishment just over 
the reservaticn line of saloons, the majority of which 
would be driven out of business if the sale of light 
wines and beer were permitted in post exchanges.” 

The report contains a feeling tribute to the late Col. 
Charles W. Larned, and the sentiments of the Superin- 
tendent and of the Academic Board as expressed at 
the time of his death, June 19, 1911, are here repeated.

MILITARY AID IN DISASTERS. 


The great value of a trained military force in giving 
prompt and needed aid to a stricken community was 
again exemplified when the catastrophe at Austin, Pa., 
Sept. 30, by the flood caused by the broken dam became 
known. The quickness with which those at the head 
of the Pennsylvania National Guard acted in giving first 
aid to the unfortunate survivors of the terrible calamity 
will stand to the lasting credit of the Pennsylvania 
National Guard. The prompt relief afforded the stricken 
people could only have been rendered by a thoroughly 
equipped military organization, and in peace as well as 
war the military stands out as the first reliance of the 
people when quick and efficient action is needed incident 
to a great calamity. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer, in telling the part the state 
military took in helping the flood victims at Austin, 
Pa., says: “When the appalling news filtered out to 
the world beyond the quick response by the state was 
possible only through the trained officers and men of the 
National Guard. It was not until evening that anything 
definite was had. Governor Tener was in Pittsburg. 
and although he is not a soldier his first thought of 
the best manner in which to aid the sufferers was the 
martial forces of the commonwealth. <A telegram from 
the Governor as commander-in-chief was sent to Adjutant 
General Stewart giving that able executive full authority 
to do what was most needful. General Stewart was 
already on the alert, the state arsenal employees had 
been summoned, and at three p.m. on Sunday, Oct. 1, 
a train loaded with all sorts of proper stores left for 
the scene. Despite the washout of the railroads the 
supplies were landed in the desolated place between ten 
and eleven a.m. The mass of military stores contained 
in beautiful array within the arsenal poured forth in 
systematic order to the waiting cars, under the super- 
vision of Major Rausch, keeper of the arsenal. Tents, 
of varied patterns. a full field hospital outfit, medical 
stores, field ranges with their accompanying pots and 
pans and kettles, cots, mattresses, blankets, 1,000 great 
coats. In addition, from the subsistence stores, came 
ham, bacon, barreled meats, corned beef, crackers, sugar. 
condensed milk. Major Finney and Captain Schell, of 
the Sth Infantry, the latter regimental quartermaster. 
and a detail of six men from the arsenal force, accom- 
panied General Stewart, and when the limit of railroad 
travel was reached it required but a very short time 
for such well trained men to impress vehicles of several 
sorts into service to transport the supplies. There has 
heen but little in the daily papers as to what the mili- 
tary part of the state government accomplished. When 
the full casting up is had it should make illuminative 
reading for those who continually decry the military 
and all that pertains thereto.”

JOHN BIGELOW ON PEACE. 

That clear-headed thinker whose mind is enriched by 
the experience of the three generations through which 
he has lived, the Hon. John Bigelow, was interviewed by 
Jeannette I.. Gilder for the Sunday New York Herald 
of Oct. 8. She found this venerable statesman at the 
age of ninety-four keen witted and vigorous mentally. 
alive to all the great questions of the day and following 
with especial interest the politics of Europe, particularly 
that associated with the military development of the 
Continent. The Herald account says: 

“What do you think of the present agitation for a 
world’s peace? 

“Mr. Bigelow regarded me thoughtfully for a moment 
and then he said: ‘I have had numerous invitations of 
late to associate myself with different organizations 
founded for the ostensible purpose of promoting peace 
among the nations of the earth and for the reconciliation 
of international differences, a substitute for war. Of at 
least one of these organizations, to whose courtesy I 
xm indebted for these invitations, Colonel Roosevelt is 
the honorary president, but I have declined all of them, 
not because I am not an ardent friend of them, but 
hecause of my conviction that all the plans proposed by 
these organizations will prove abortive. 

“Could anything be more ridiculous than the dream 
that any nation would submit its differences to a 
tribunal, especially to one made up of foreign states, 
with most of which it has been at war? If the Amer- 
ican people were a breed of foxes that would accept 
the invitation of the lion to make him king of the forest, 
such a policy might secure the approval of the lion at 
least, but our people do not belong to that breed of 
foxes.’ 

“Mr. Bigelow paused for a moment and seemed to 
be looking back over the pages of history. Then he 
continued : 

“Tt would be difficult to name any war between 
nations within historic times to prevent which a_pro- 
posal to settle their differences, except for an adjust- 
ment of the amount of pecuniary damages sustained. 
would not be rejected as futile or impertinent, with a 
single exception, and that was the peace concocted at 
Portsmouth in September, 1905, between Russia and 
Japan. And yet what happened after this boasted peace 
treaty? The prompt downfall of the Japanese Ministry 
that consented to it, thus proving it to be a peace more 
fitly to be compared, so far as producing harmony 
between the belligerents. to that produced by turning 
the hose on a dog fight.’ ” 

THE BARBARY POWERS. 

In an article on “The Last of the Barbary Powers” 
the Boston Transcript says: 

“These corsair nations exerted much to their sur- 
prise and chagrin an influence on the United States on 
which they had little counted. We, after a time of bare 
submission to their exactions, concluded that it was 
cheaper to fight than to pay for it. The war with 
Tripoli followed, which helped ‘form’ our Navy and 
raised us to a position approaching respectability in the 
eyes of the world which theretofore had believed Yankees 
could not be kicked into fighting so long as there was a 
chance left to trade. That war, by reason of the valor 
and skill of our seamen, looms large in our annals—a 
trifle too large, for it has been frequently referred to 
since the Italian-Turkish War opened as having forever 
put an end to piracy in the Mediterranean. So far 
from this being a fact the Barbary pirates made big 
profits while the great Continental wars diverted the at- 
tention of the naval powers from the pernicious activity 
of Trinoli, Tunis and Algiers. While we were fighting 








with Great Britain in the War of 1812, the corsairs 
plundered American vessels and generally indulged in 
an insolence they thought would pass unpunished. After 


our peace with Great Britain our fleets, under the com- 
mand of Decatur and Bainbridge, made a round of the 
piratical ports, and compelled Tripoli, Tunis and Algiers 
to apologize and generally to amend their manners. 

“As the Dey of Algiers had robbed impartially al! 
nations and seized British and Dutch ships, an allied 
fleet, principally British, bombarded Algiers, knocked 
his castle to pieces, and exacted from him peace and the 
abolition of Christian slavery. Even the object lessons 
which the United States and Great Britain had given 
did not act as a complete deterrent to all the corsair 
rulers, and in 1819 the Congress of the European 
Powers at Aix-la-Chapelle had to send a notification to 
the Bey of Tunis that if he did not leave off poaching 
on the merchant marines of the nations they would con- 
certedly do something to him that would prove painful 
to his dignity and person. The Bey immediately be- 
came decent. Algiers, the strongest of the Barbary 
Powers, was reluctant to come to order, and in 1830 
France landed an army and in due time converted AIl- 
geria into a French colony, but only after the hardest 
of hard fighting. There was no more chance for re- 
vival of piracy in the Mediterranean after the fall of 
Algiers, but its death blow came not long after it had 
made a spasmodic exhibition of activity. There must 
be many men now living who remember old Admiral 
Goldsborough, who died in 1877. When he was young 
Lieutenant Goldsborough in the late twenties distin- 
guished himself by his dash and enterprise in dealing 
with the Greek pirates of the Mediterranean, corsairs 
who had taken advantage of the war for Greek inde- 
pendence to do a great deal of picking and stealing on 
their own account. Goldsborough, then an officer of the 
Porpoise, commanded a boat expedition which recap- 
tured a British merchant vessel taken by the _ pirates, 
ninety of whom were killed in the encounter. For this 
gallant deed Goldsborough was thanked by the British 
government and earned the gratitude of the merchants 
of all nations.” 

At the time Algiers commenced open hostilities against 
the commerce of the United States, July 25, 1785, we 
were entirely destitute of a Navy. It was not until 
nine years later, Jan. 2, 1794, that the House of Rep- 
resentatives could be aroused sufficiently to pass a reso- 
lution that a naval force adequate to protect our com- 
merce against the Algerian corsairs should be provided. 
This was followed three months later by the passage, 
March 27, 1794, of 2 law providing for four 44-gun and 
ten 36-gun frigates. A treaty of peace and amity 
were concluded with the Dey of Algiers Sept. 5, 1795, 
and one with the “Bashaw of Tripoli, of Barbary” Nov. 
4, 1796. These treaties caused a suspension on three of 
the above frigates. May 14, 1801, the Bashaw of 
Tripoli renewed hostilities against the United States, 
and the next month, June 10, 1801, he formally de- 
clared war. Feb. 2, 1802, Commodore Dale was directed 
to begin operations with his Mediterranean squadron 
against the Bashaw and his subjects. June 4, 1805, 
Tripoli entered into a treaty of peace with the United 
States, agreeing that tribute should cease and all pris- 
oners be returned. The treaty of peace with the Bar- 
bary states having been disregarded for many years 
war was formally declared against Algiers March 3, 
1815, and Decatur was sent to the Mediterranean with 
a squadron of nine sail. In June, July and August, 
1815, treaties of peace were again concluded with Al- 
giers, Tunis and Tripoli.

STRENGTH OF TURKEY AND ITALY. 


Comparison of the military power of the two countries 
shows that Italy has nothing to fear from Turkey on 
the sea, but on the land she would be put to her trumps. 
The peace strength of the Italian army in officers and 
men was as follows in 1910: Administration, staff, mili- 
tary schools, ete. 5,460; infantry, 129,711; cavalry, 
21,664; artillery, 35,727; engineers, 9,229; medical. 
3,797; commissariat, 3,361; carabineers, 29,668. Total 
officers, 13,617; men, 225,000. The field army consists 
of twelve army corps and three cavalry divisions. The 
army corps are organized much like those of Germany 
consisting of two divisions, except the 9th Corps, in the 
Rome district, which has an extra division. Each divi- 
sion has a regiment of field artillery. The strength of 
the field army is about 400,000 combatants. The nominal 
strength of the mobile militia is 326,000, but the numbers 
put into the field would not perhaps exceed 200,000. 
The arm of the Italian infantry is the Mannlicher 
Carcano magazine rifle of 6.5mm. cal. The field artillery 
is armed with Krupp guns, cal. 7.5cm., model 1906. 
The total war strength, then, of Italy may be safely 
placed at between half a million and 600,000 men, with 
1,200,000 available for duty but unorganized. 

The two great divisions of the Turkish army are the 
Nizam and the Redif.@ The former is the first line of 
the active army, and service in it is for nine years. The 
Redif corresponds to the German Landwehr, or second 
line. ‘Apart from the troops-in Arabia and Tunis, the 
Ottoman Empire can mobilize eighteen divisions of 
Nizam and twenty-four of Redif. Thirteen army corps 
of two divisions each or nine of three divisions could be 
formed, leaving sixteen divisions of Redif for garrisons. 
The total strength might at present amount to 360.000 
combatants of the two lines. To these should be added 
six Nizam cavalry divisions (27,000), the Hamidieh 
irregular cavalry not attached to infantry divisions 
(16,009 to 18,000), so that the total would be brought 
close to 420,000 fighting men. The approximate peace 
strength of the Turkish army (not the peace establish- 
ment) has of late years been about 375,000 of all arms 
and ranks. ‘The infantry, both Nizam and Redif, have 
the 7.65mm. Mauser magazine rifle, model 1890. The 
Turkish field artillery is now being rearmed with Q.F. 
Krupp guns of the latest pattern. The above total does 
not include the troops in the denots: the fortress artil+ 
lery and engineers, 30.000 to 40.000: the second class 
Redif, reckoned at 375.000, and the Mustafiz, the reserve 
for the Redif, or levy en masse of Mussulmans of 
military age, of about 90,000. Adding these we have a 
grand total of 920,000 men. The total population of 
twenty-five millions of the Empire is likely to give a 
wrong impression of the military strength of Turkey. 
It is difficult to enforce military service among the 
Christians in the Empire. so that the burden of defense 
falls upon the eleven million Moslems. With a popula- 
tion of slightly more than thirty millions Italy is thus 
seen far to outnuniber the Turks in numerical strength. 

The Italian navy in April-March, 1911, consisted of 
these vessels: Modern battleships. 8; old battleships, 3; 
armored cruisers. 7; protected cruisers, 14; torpedo gun- 
boats, 12; destroyers, 21; modern torpedoboats. first 
class, 37: old boats, 54. and submarines, 7. Of the 
shins of the first line all have a displacement of between 
12,090 and 14.000 tons, except one, which has a dis- 
placement of 9.800 tons. The heaviest armored cruisers 
are two of 10,118 tons each. The personnel consists of 
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1,898 officers and 28,500 men. Though this array of 
ships is by no means formidable in this day of Dread- 
noughts, it seems overwhelming when contrasted with 
the navy of Turkey, which can count on only eight 
inferior battleships, most of which in first class nations 
would be relegated to the scrap heap. Only two are of 
ten thousand tons, and they were launched as far back 
as 1891. Of the rest the largest has a displacement of 
5,000 tons. There are also three torpedo gunboats, eight 
destroyers, fourteen torpedoboats and a variety of small 
gunboats. ‘The Ottoman navy has been in course of 
reorganization for the last two years under two British 
admirals and a British staff of navigating, torpedo and 
gunnery officers. An order was placed in Germany for 
oceangoing destroyers delivered in 1910. Some may 
surmise that the extensive reorganization of the Turkish 
navy under British direction showed Italy the necessity 
of striking for Tripoli before the Ottoman Empire added 
materially to her sea force, but four Italian Dread- 
noughts are being constructed, the smallest to have a 
displacement of 19,000 tons and the others 22,000 each, 
so that these would give to Italy two years hence a 
a on the sea even more impressive than that 
of to-day. 





PROGRESS OF THE HUNTING SEASON. 


The following information as to the hunting season 
in different states, issued by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, will be of interest to Army sportsmen: 


October marks the opening of most of the important 
hunting seasons in the United States. This month is 
the time for hunting deer, ruffed grouse and woodcock 
in the majority of states where these kinds of game 
abound; and while many states open the duck season in 
September, yet in several shooting is deferred until 
October, and in the case of Maryland and North Carolina 
until November. ‘The principal deer hunting states in 
the North are Maine, New York, Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota. In Maine the season opens on Oct, 1, 
in Michigan on the 15th, and in Minnesota and Wisconsin 
on Noy. 10 and 11, respectively. The Michigan season 
closes at the end of November, and thus appears to be 
nearly four weeks longer than those of Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, which close at *the same time; but as the 
life of a Michigan deer license is limited to twenty-five 
days there is no practical difference in the season in the 
three states. New Hampshire opens its deer season 
Oct. 1,° while Vermont’s does not open until Noy. 15, 
and New York’s opened Sept. 16. In the South, 
Louisiana, which probably furnishes the best deer hunt- 
ing, opens its season on Oct. 1, and the same is true of 
— one of the chief deer hunting states of the 

Vest. 

Of the states where the best ruffed grouse or partridge 
shooting may be had a majority open the season in 
October. In New Hampshire, New York and Minnesota 
shooting begins on the Ist, in Massachusetts and 
Michigan on the 15th. As Maine, Vermont and Wis- 
consin opened their seasons in September, it is now 
lawful to hunt ruffed grouse anywhere along the northern 
border. Pennsylvania is the only important ruffed 
grouse state which delays the opening of its season with 
November. 

Woodcock shooting commences in October in seven 
states—New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
(onnecticut, New York, Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 
The seasons are already open in Maine, Vermont, Mary- 
land, West Virginia, South Carolina and Indiana, and 
will open later in Delaware, Virginia and Louisiana. 
This month, therefore, woodcock may be shot in prac- 
tically all the region in which it is a prime object of 
sport. 

Ducking begins this month on the shores of Long 
Island and in the waters and marshes of Virginia, 
Louisiana, California, Oregon, Utah, Colorado and 
Michigan. 

Quail shooting generally does not begin until Novem- 
her, except in the West, where California and Oregon 
permit hunting after the middle of October. 

Statistics of the number of deer killed are important 
for comparison with those of previous years, in order to 
show the comparative abundance of deer from year to 
year. Several states now provide for the gathering of 
this information.

ILLUMINATING PISTOLS. 
(From the Scientific American. 

During the recent extended maneuvers of the German 
army there were many night attacks, in which use was 
made of the newly introduced illuminating pistols. 

According to the new regulations, these are to be 


employed wherever the configuration of the land makes 
iheir use preferable to that of the ordinary searchlight. 
The machinery necessary for the use of the latter device 
is very inconvenient, and especially in rolling and other- 
wise difficult country, where the main maneuvers take 
place, it cannot be used to advantage. 

The illuminating pistols have not this disadvantage, 
as they are easily transported. Further, the searchlight 
is useless in valleys and deep lying plains, as their rays 
shoot over these and leave them apparently in_ still 
deeper shadow. 

For this reason such valleys serve as excellent covers 
at night against the searchlights. The illuminating 
pistols have done away with this advantage of shelter, 
as the cartridges which they throw light up the deepest 
and darkest gulleys. 

There are two different sorts of cartridges, producing 
respectively white and red light. The white ones serve 
exclusively for illuminating the country, the red ones 
for signaling purposes between widely separated com- 
mands or divisions, even where the distance between 
them is several kilometers. The illuminating cartridges 
develop a light that makes everything within 200 meters 
(656 feet) visible, and lasts eight to ten seconds.

‘Sir,’ said Lee, ‘if you ever presume again to 
speak disrespectfully of General Grant in my presence, 
either you or I will sever his connection with this uni- 
versity.’ . ; 

“Lee, I think, resembled Washington in possessing 
an excellent faculty, when he was interrogated, of seem- 








ing to say much and saying little. Thus one is startled 
when one finds him reported as saying, ‘I have never 
understood why General Sherman has been commended 
for that march, when the only question was whether he 
a feed his army by consuming all the people had to 
ea 

“Thus he answered a question about McClellan—I 
have always’ entertained a high opinion of his capacity, 
and have no reason to think that he omitted to do any- 
thing that was in his power.’ And when one of his 
officers tried to draw him out by speaking rather freely 
about another, Lee answered, ‘Well, sir, if that is your 
opinion of General , I can only say that you differ 
very widely from the general himself.’ | 

“He is reported to have said in later years, ‘The great 
mistake of my life was taking a military education.’ 
Why he told B. H. Hill that the great mistake of the 
war was in making all the best generals editors of news- 
papers. ‘I am willing to serve in any capacity to which 
the authorities may assign me. I have done the best I 
could in the field, and have not succeeded as I could 
wish. I am willing to yield my place to these best gen- 
erals, and I will do my best for the cause, editing a 
newspaper.’ ” 





FOREIGN ITEMS. 


In the recent Italian maneuvers, four army corps, 
comprising 80,000 men, were employed. The scheme was 
based upon the defense of the frontier against the 
French, and the situation presented some analogies to 
that which existed before the battle of Marengo, and 
again, in -1859, on the eve of the battle of Magenta. 
General Pollio, the Moltke of the Italian army, and the 
author of critical studies on Custozza and Waterloo, had 
prepared the plans. The defense of this frontier has 
passed through various stages in the conceptions of 
Italian authorities. At one time, says the Army and 
Navy Gazette, it was thought it would be the better 
plan to take up the defense outside the mountainous 
regions. Others thought that it would be morally dan- 
gerous to leave the initiative to the enemy, and better 
to defend the frontier itself. Thus it was that the ex- 
tensive Alpine fortifications came into existence. Gen- 
eral Pollio’s idea seems to have been to resist at first on 
the frontier, and thus to give time for concentration in 
the plains in order to operate with greater advantage. 
It may be supposed that confidence in the Alpine forti- 
fication is not complete. French authorities consider 
it to have been curious to suppose the frontier line 
pierced to the north of the Po, which is precisely the 
strongest point. One writer says that it was forcing 
the matter too far to suppose that the defending troops 
would be left free from anxiety to the south of the Po. 
This would have been to attribute to the enemy the las- 
situde of Hannibal at Capua. It would be to suppose 
that the Reds, who were the attacking force, would re- 
main inactive. The operations seem to have been full 
of interest. 

The Secretary of State for War has received an offer 
of £10,000 as a gift to the nation for the purchase of a 
rifle range near one of the thickly populated districts of 
England. The donor wishes to remain anonymous; he 
signs his letter ‘“‘An Englishman from Beyond the Seas,” 
and emphasizes the growing impulse throughout the em- 
pire towards united action for defense and the impor- 
tance of organizing the spirit of patriotism on common 
lines to the best advantage. ‘The gift has been accepted 
with expressions of warm appreciation. 

German military authorities have been trying out a 
new type of siege gun, designed with a view to aiding the 
advance of infantry storming an entrenched position, 
who are generally unsupported, when getting at close 
quarters, by the ‘guns of their own artillery. The new 
gun can be carried by two men, and is intended to_be 
used in the front lines of the assaulting column. The 
most remarkable feature is its projectile, which consists 
of a round bomb of great diameter to which is attached a 
long stick-like tail. This is inserted into the barrel of 
the gun, its lower end, which is enlarged to a wad or 
piston-like form, resting on the charge at the bottom of 
the barrel. The bomb itself lies on the muzzle, outside 
the bore. On being fired, the trailing stick-like tail 
serves to keep the bomb in its proper direction of flight, 
and only detaches itself and falls to earth after a certain 
distance has been covered, leaving the bomb to pursue 
its course alone. The experiments have shown that a 
reasonable precision can be obtained with the new _mis- 
sile up to a distance of 300 to 400 yards, and the bomb 
itself, which, owing to its large capacity, is capable of 
great destruction, serves not only to prevent the de- 
fenders emerging from their cover, but also to make great 
breaches in their entrenchments or fortifications. 

A military institute of radiotelegraphy has recently 
been constituted in Italy to co-ordinate the radiotele- 
graphic and radiotelephonic services of the navy and 
army in the interests of national defense, to give naval 
and military officers the education necessary to fit them 
for the management and direction of wireless telegraph 
stations, and to provide opportunities for theoretical and 
experimental research on the various systems. The in- 
stitute will also enable inventors to carry out experi- 
ments, on the recommendation of the Permanent Com- 
mission for Radiotelegraphy. 

Remount statistics for 1909 show that in the German 
army in that year 27,278 horses were examined, of which 
14,047 were purchased. In Prussia the total was 23,963 
horses to 10,880 purchases, the largest number coming 
from East Prussia (12,666), as also the largest per- 
centage of purchases (52). The next largest number 
came from Hanover (2,172), and the smallest percentage 
of purchases from the Rhine provinces (10). From the 
latter region and from Schleswig-Holstein came the pow- 
erful horses for the heavy artillery. The mean price 
rose from $255 in 1907 to $265 in 1909, and during the 
Reichstag debates it was stated that it is now about 
$300. Bavaria receives most of her horses from East 
Prussia and Schleswig-Holstein, purchasing about 86 
per cent. of the total number examined; and Bavaria 
herself produces very few army horses, only 350 having 
been bought in 1909. Saxony obtains most of her horses 
from the same sources as Bavaria, and the same is true 
of Wurttemberg. ‘The remounts for nearly the whole 
German cavalry are obtained from East Prussia and 
Hanover. The field artillery receive most of their horses 
from the same countries, but a considerable number are 
obtained in Schleswig-Holstein, Oldenburg, and East 
Frisia. Schleswig and Oldenburg produce most of the 
heavy artillery horses. Great care is devoted to the 
selection of horses for the machine-gun sections, and they 
are obtained mostly from Hanover, Mecklenburg and 
Oldenburg. 

Writing about Boy Scouts in a recent issue of 
America. Henry Woods, S..., who appears to be a pro- 
fessional alarmist, says that the Scouts’ leaders are 
without faith and sometimes “saturated with ‘notions 
destructive of all faith.’ The writer sees a danger in 





the fact that “the organization has its own law, its own 
vath, its own signs and passwords for the initiated, its 
ewn moral code and its own religion.” He thinks that 
the Boy Scouts in Belgium are “an instrument in the 
Masonic warfare against the Church,” and says further: 
“One, therefore, who remembers that though they pursue 
their end by different means there is a perfect solidarity 
between English and Continental Masonry, is hardly to 
be blamed for suspecting the whole (Boy Scout) move- 
ment to be of Masonic origin.” 


The German Minister for War announces the conver- 
sion of twenty batteries of horse artillery to field artil- 
lery, on economical grounds. He frankly admits that it 
is a step which he is very reluctant to take, but that 
something has to be sacrificed for economy’s sake. 


Under recent regulations in the Italian army, officers, 
whether on active service or half pay, will not be allowed 
to marry till they have reached the age of twenty-five 
and have obtained the sanction of the King. The bride 
will no longer be required to bring a specified dot, but 
she will have to give satisfactory evidence as to her 
social fitness for the position of an officer’s wife. It 
will be remembered that the ‘dot régiementaire”’ was 
abolished some years ago in the French army by General 
André, other social requirements remaining as before. 

On account of difficulties arising with Peru, the army 
of Colombia has been increased to 30,000 men, it is re- 
ported. 
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FOREIGN NAVAL ITEMS. 


One of the finest coast lights in the world, for its size, 
has been erected by the Chinese Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms at Chilan Rock, about eighty miles north of Hong 
Kong. The work of installation has been going on for 
about two years, and the light first came into operation 
on June 3. Some idea of its power may be gained when 
it is stated that it Can be clearly observed at a distance 
of twenty-four miles. The illuminating apparatus is 
group flashing of the first order, showing three white 
lightning flashes in quick succession every two seconds. 
The approximate power of the flash is 490,000 candles. 

The first of the Italian scouts, the Quarto, was 
launched on Saturday, Aug. 19, at the Venice Arsenal. 
She was laid down on Nov. 11, 1909. and will be ready 
for sea in five months. Her designer, Ing. Truccone, 
has paid special attention to her internal strengthening, 
and has given her a double bottom for two-thirds of her 
length. She has ten Blechynden boilers and four Par- 
sons turbines developing 25,000 horsepower, and carries 
450 tons of liquid fuel—her only fuel—and 200 blockade 
mines. Some of her principal dimensions are as follows: 
Length between perpendiculars, 130.50 m.; breadth, 
maximum, 12.80 m.; draught, 3.95 m.; speed, 28% 
knots; armament: six guns—two bowchasers and four 
stern—of 120 mm.; six guns, 76 mm.; two torpedo tubes, 
450 mm. 

The 26-knot torpedo cruiser Novik was launched in 
July from the works af the Putilov Company at St. 
Petersburg. Her construction is being paid for by vol- 
untary subscriptions collected during the war with 
Japan by a committee at whose head is the Grand Duke 
Alexander Michaelovitch. The vessel is 350 feet long, 
and has a displacement of 260 tons. The design of the 
vessel, together with her machinery—which includes tur- 
bines of the German Admiralty type—is being supplied 
by the Vulean Company, of Stettin. 

In order to provide a more realistic target for night 
firing, a number of the old 60-feet second class British 
torpedoboats are being converted into practice targets at 
Devonport. When completed they will closely resemble 
the principal section of a modern torpedo vessel, can- 
vas and wooden structures to represent the funnels ete., 
being reared above the upper deck. The interior of the 
boats having been cleared out, cork, etc., is to be filled 
in to render them unsinkable. When towed at varying 
rates of speeds and angles of bearing, these target boats 
will be made to stimulate the conditions presented by 
So ee at a high rate of speed of modern torpedo 
craft. 

It has been decided to sell the battleship Nile out of 
the British navy as obsolete and unfit for further service. 
She was built at Pembroke Dockyard twenty-one years 
ago at a cost of $3,832,455. The destroyers Ardent, 
Daring and Spitfire, and the old surveying vessels Egeria 
and Stork, have also been: withdrawn from the effective 
jist. and are to be disposed of. 

The new Spanish gunboat Recalde, which was turned 
over to the government in July by the constructors at 
Cartagena, is the first of its class to enter the Spanish 
navy. The keel was laid in September, 1909, and the 
launching took place in January, 1911. It is interesting 
to note that not only was the ship constructed in Spain, 
but all the material entering into the construction was 
also of Spanish manufacture. The frame and armor 
plates were made in Spanish mills from domestic ore, 
and the boilers, engines, guns, dynamos, electric cables, 
small boats, trimmings, etc., were all manufactured in 
Spain. The ship has a speed of fourteen knots and a 
horsepower of 1,100, displaces 800 tons, and the arma- 
ment consists of four 38-inch guns and two Maxim 
rapid-firing guns. 

Two sister battleships, the first pair of the six pro- 
jected in 1910 for the French navy, were launched within 
a day of each other, the Jean Bart taking the water at 
3rest Sept. 22 and the Courbet at Lorient Sept. 23. 
These ships will have a displacement of 23,467 tons, and 
with engines of 28,000 horsepower are expected to show 
a speed of twenty-one knots an hour. The armament 
consists of twelve 12-inch guns in six turrets, twenty-two 
5.5-inch guns and four torpedo tubes. When ready for 
sea the vessels will have cost $12,400,000 each. 

The British navy, it is reported, is provided. with a 
torpedo said to be effective at 10,000 yards or nearly 
three times the range of the most powerful torpedoes 
now used in the United States Navy. 

The French torpedoboat destroyers Trident and Mous- 
queton collided during the maneuvers of the French navy 
at Toulon Sept. 27. The Mousqueton was rather badly 
stove in, but was able to make port. 

The French destroyer Bouchier, on her official trials, 
maintained an average speed of over thirty-five knots 
for six hours. She is fitted with turbine engines, and 
uses oil fuel. 

Great Britain’s largest and most powerful warship, 
the King George V., was launched at Portsmouth Oct. 9. 
The warship was christened by the King’s aunt, Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein. The keel of the King 
(leorge V. was laid down on January 16 last. The 
vessel has a displacement of 23,000 tons, and her prin- 
cipal dimensions are: Length, 555 feet: beam. 89; draft, 
2714. Her armament consists of ten 13.5-inch guns and 
twenty-four 4-inch guns. Engines of 31,000 horsepower 
are expected to furnish a speed of twenty-one knots.

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The apparent object of the article, “Organization and 
Promotion,” published in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
of July 1, 1911, was to call attention to an undoubted 
defect in our military organization and to propose a 
correction for that defect. 

To treat a disease intelligently there must first be a 
diagnosis. ‘The diagnosis established, the question of a 
cure is narrowed down to a choice of remedies. It 
could scarcely be expected that the remedy proposed 
in the above mentioned article would be universally 
accepted at once, but an examination of the comment 
in the resulting discussion establishes the fact that the 
diagnosis is almost universally confirmed. It is also 
apparent that sooner or later the Service will evolve a 
suitable remedy and insist upon its being applied. 

It may or may not be the one proposed in the article 
on “Organization and Promotion’; but, whatever the 
remedy, it must be based on the fundamental principles 


that: 

1. Promotion in the Army should be on some equitable 
basis independent of organization. 7 

2 Relative rank must not depend upon the accidents 
of legislation. no 

8. The solution of important problems of organization 
should not be complicated by the interests of the per- 
sonnel of the Army. ’ . 

Many officers have thought of promotion on the basis 
of length of service as an ideal condition, but it 1s only 
recently that it has been proposed as a practical problem. 
About two years ago the question was carefully studied 
by the officers on duty at the Service Schools at_Fort 
Leavenworth. At that time the so-called Extra Officer 
pill was pending, and it was thought that 612 extra 
officers would be added to the Army. Based upon that 
supposition, it was proposed that the officers of the line 
(including those of the Coast Artillery) be placed on 
a single list for promotion, and that the 612 extra 
officers be regarded as a fifth or administrative arm, 
and utilized practically as a reservoir to equalize pro- 
motion without causing actual transfers from one arm 
of the Service to another. Under that scheme if a 
captain of Infantry should be promoted on account of 
a yaeancy occurring in the Field Artillery he would not 
be assigned to the Field Artillery, but would temporarily 
hold one of the Field Artillery’s vacancies on the extra 
officer list. Under this arrangement an arm in which 
promotion had been accelerated by reason of an increase 
would have less than its pro rata of extra officers, the 
resulting vacancies on the extra list being filled from 
those arms in which promotion had not been accelerated 
by a corresponding increase. This disproportion of 
officers on the extra list would gradually readjust itself. 

The proposition was endorsed by a great majority of 
the Infantry, Cavalry and Field Artillery officers on 
duty at the Service Schools, but that cannot be con- 
sidered necessarily as an endorsement of the scheme 
proposed by Captain Palmer. The Extra Officer bill as 
finally passed provided for only 200 extra officers, enough 
to prevent only a portion of the interarm transfers that 
would be necessary. 

It was frankly admitted by Captains Palmer, Conner 
and Hanna that interarm transfers would occasion some 
inconvenience during the adjustment period; but they 
asserted that the advantages to be gained would more 
than offset the disadvantages. If this be true, then the 
single list is a valid solution of the promotion question 
and would benefit the Army. just as it has undoubtedly 
benefited the Navy. That is the question of fact upon 
which the whole matter hinges. It is unfair to merely 
assume that interarm transfers will destroy efficiency 
and then reject the single list on that ground. It all 
depends on the premise, and the premise is a question 
of fact. “a 

It is quite true that there is a tradition of mystery 
concerning the technical requirements of certain arms 
of the Service, and it is equally true these Service 
mysteries have been accepted at their face value. But, 
when Service traditions are proposed as premises for 
argument, it becomes competent to analyze them and 
determine their true value. 

Now. it seems to be fairly well settled that a_ re- 
organization of our Army along proper lines will involve 
an increase of Infantry and a relatively larger increase 
of Field Artillery, and that means that the present 
inequality of relative rank will be still further increased. 
It seems also to be conceded that a reorganization of 
Cavalry. while it may be desirable, cannot be regarded 
as urgent until the more important details of organiza- 
tion have been settled. 

The following table shows the length of commissioned 
service of the junior officers in the several grades in the 
three arms on Sept. 20, 1911:

The length of service for captains in the Infantry and 
Cavalry as shown above do not include their commis- 
sioned service in the U.S. Volunteers. 

An examination of this table reveals some facts in 
regard to relative promotion that must be considered in 
connection with the problem of organization. If a 
Cavalry detachment commanded by an officer of twenty- 
three years’ service should be joined with an Artillery 
detachment commanded by an officer of seventeen years’ 
service the younger officer would command the mixed 
forces, whereas the public good demands the leadership 
of the officer with the riper experience. That the Cavalry 
officer is subjected to a personal injustice may be of 
small importance: but the situation is bad because it 
is contrary to the public interest. A further accelera- 
tion of promotion in the Field Artillery would orty serve 
to increase the evil. Conceding that we do need an 
increase of Field Artillery, the evil becomes more 
viciously apparent because of the fact that it tends, 
more than anything else. to prevent that increase. It 
is not necessary to assume that becanse a man is wrong 
he is consciously or corruptly so. Nor is it necessary 
to assume that any infantryman or cavalryman would 
oppose an Artillery increase if he recognized the public 
reed for it. But some do oppose it because of the fact 
that they have become Infantry and Cavalrv partisans 
just as some artillerymen have become Artillery parti- 


sans, and no partisan can think impartially on organiza- 
tion questions. 

The single list is simply a business way of meeting 
the situation. It concedes that the Cavalry officer 
should have a parity of promotion with those of other 
arms, and vice versa; but it insists that he take it in 
the arms that should be increased. The single list would 
accomplish this, and that it would effectually dispose 
of the promotion question can hardly be disputed. The 
only remaining question is. Would these undoubted ad- 
vantages be offset by euual disadvantages? 

The question of so-called “vested rights” is of no 
importance. The fact that an officer might not want 
to leave his particular arm has been skilfully urged, 
and the fact that the other arms might not want him 
has also been presented. These matters are of importance 
only to individuals. Most of the officers who have raised 
the question of efficiency have referred specifically to 
its effect on the Field Artillery if that arm should be 
increased. It is frankly admitted that if a great number 
of officers were transferred to the Field Artillery (or 
to any other arm of the Service) they would have hard 
work for some time before they could fully master their 
new duties. But let us see what would happen to the 
Field Artillery if it should receive 100 per cent. increase 
under the present conditions. If this increase had taken 
effect Sept. 20, 1911, the junior captain of Field Artil- 
lery would be an officer with a total service of two years, 
eleven months and twenty days, while two-thirds of the 
first lieutenants and all of the second lieutenants would 
be new appointees with no service at all. What do the 
champions of efficiency say to this? 

Iz the junior captain under these circumstances could 
he a competent battery commander, then the argument 
against the single list fails. If he can master the whole 
profession of arms in less than three years, it is obvious 
that a trained infantryman or cavalryman can enter 
the Field Artillery and master the comparatively little 
that is peculiar to that arm in a short time. 

It has been stated that we would degenerate into a 
lot of “jacks of all trades.” This presupposes an assump- 
tion that officers would be transferred repeatedly and 
indiscriminately from one arm to another, which is not 
correct. The real effect would be, in the event of the 
increase of one arm, that officers of the other arms 
transferred to it would go there to stay, and would 
have to make good in the arm in which the increase 
was needed. 

The assertion that interarm transfers would interfere 
with specialization should also receive some considera- 
tion. That is might disturb the form of specialization 
now practiced in our Army is a consummation most 
devoutly to be wished. Our Army is suffering from 
overspecialization and a lack of co-ordination. Speciali- 
zation is carried to the point of ridiculousness, while 
we are almost totally lacking in tactical co-ordination. 
We should remember that the leaders of our profession 
are called generals. and not specials). We might be 
likened to the members of a baseball team who believe 
so much in specialization that they require each player 
to practice only his own part in the game. The pitcher 
cannot go to the bat to practice batting because the 
second baseman would have to pitch balls to him, and 
that would interfere with the second baseman’s peculiar 
specialty. We regard pitching to be such a_ sacred 
mystery that no one but the pitcher should be allowed 
to pitch even an imaginary ball. In the meantime the 
day of the game is approaching. Wouldn't it be better 
to have a little team practice, even if we have to play 
“rounders”? Wouldn't a little shifting about the bases 
help co-ordination without affecting our specialization, 
except_to make it more sensible and practical?

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OBJECTS TO REQUIREMENTS FOR COMMISSION 


To THE EpITorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Poes the following case—an accurate statement of 
existing facts—bear out the statement that the War 
Department desires more officers for the Army? 

A young man completes a course at a good military 
preparatory school, graduating in 1905, and securing a 
certificate of proficiency in all subjects covered by the 
present examination for a second lieutenancy, with the 
exception of international law, a subject which he later 
took up and completed. Upon graduating he joined 
the National Guard, resulting in the following military 
record, including the service in the cadet corps which 
was then attached to the Militia: Cadet private, 
corporal, sergeant, company quartermaster sergeant, act- 
ing battalion quartermaster and second lieutenant: 
orderly sergeant, staff of a brigadier general: second 
lieutenant and battalion quartermaster and commissary. 
Infantry; resigned; private, Infantry; first lieutenant; 
captain, 

He is a member of a prominent and old family, is 
the author of two technical military books. one having 
sold eight editions and the other not yet being from the 
press, and has written some novels and numerous short 
stories and military articles with reasonable success. 
He is very fond of military work. and devotes his time 
to it to a degree thac is detrimental to his success in 
civil life. 

At the present time, at the age of twenty-three, he 
commands what is generally admitted to be the crack 
Infantry organization of his state. It is conceded to 
lead in general efficiency and holds the highest figure of 
merit in rifle practice, this, however. being somewhat 
due to the high personnel, the company consisting en- 
tirely of young business men, lawyers, doctors, ete., 
almost all being college men. However, the present 
commander secured these men. 

He has attended numerous maneuvers. and is con- 
versant in a general way with all matters necessary to 
his rank and office, including the Drill and Field Service 
Regulations. Army Regulations, military man reading 
and sketching. administration, has studied the usual 
books on minor tactics, is a student of Field Artillery 
and, to a very limited extent. of Cavalrv, and is intensely 
interested in the general military problems of the eoun- 
try. doing active work to imnrove the National Guard 
and the conditions under which it serves. 

A few months ago he annlied for permission to trv 
to get in the Army, forwarding his application through 
the channels. accompanied bv his record. THe holds 
numerous letters of recommendation from the officers of 
the Guard under whom he has served. But he was not 
even permitted to try to get in the Army because he is 
married. Yet officers can, and do, marry almost as soon 
as they are commissioned. 

This officer does not claim that he has exceptional 
military ability. and no doubt he has not. However. 
he thinks that he could perform the duties required of 
one holding a commission in the Regular Service, and 





knows that it is the profession for which he is best 
suited. As he married before becoming of age he has 
never had a chance to realize his ambition to serve his 
country in the Regular Army, although it was his 
greatest desire, and he felt confident that with reason- 
able preparation he could pass the examinations. No 
doubt there are many other young men similarly situated. 

Again, in the case of those who, like the above men- 
tioned Guardsman, graduated and ceased their scholastic 
work some years ago there is a distinct disadvantage. 
They are compelled to take examinations on subjects 
which they completed years before—in the above case 
it would be from six to twelve years—and, very natur- 
ally, they have forgotten the details of those which did 
not happen to be used in their civil life. This necessi- 
tates a complete review, involving either a long period 
of study in spare moments or a_ shorter period of 
preparation. during which the entire time must be 
devoted. The first makes delay and is very troublesome, 
and the latter is in many cases impossible for financial 
reasons. 

It is probably safe to assume that not one of ten 
officers who enter the Army from civil life could again 
pass the mental examination on which they entered 
after six or more years’ service. Yet their professional 
efficiency is not impaired, and on the subjects necessary 
to their branch of the Service they are generally highly 
efficient. That they should at one time complete the 
subjects required in their mental examination is neces- 
sary to their proper development and general education: 
that they retain the details of these subjects is evidently 
not necessary, because they do not do so in the Service. 
It therefore seems reasonable to assume that, not being 
needed later in the Service, these details are not needed 
on entrance thereto. 

A certain amount of education is essential to an 
officer. but do not the present requirements injure rather 
than help the Army? They are largely responsible for 
the present shortage, must often result in the commis- 
sioning of a man whose education and inclination fit 
him better for a school teacher: and. as it seems not 
improbable that the shortage will increase rather than 
decrease, will it not some day result in the careless and 
hasty filling of the vacancies under the stress of the 
first serious war scare Again, will not Congress, when 
asked for an increase, point out the fact that we are not 
filling the offices already authorized? 

Why not accept the certificates of prominent schools 
and colleges, especially when a man has graduated some 
years before? Let the mental examination cover only 
the subjects for which no satisfactory certificate is 
presented. It might not be amiss to increase the pro- 
fessional examination correspondingly, and certainly 
would do no harm to look more carefully into a man’s 
character and standing, and the probability of his be- 
coming an “officer and a gentleman” in all that the 
Service would like that term to imply. Then let him 
be given a temporary commission. similar to that pro- 
posed for the Engineer Corps, and give him a chance to 
make good. Should he sneceed the United States would 
gain an officer; should he fail he would not be recom- 
missioned. and the Government would probably have 
gotten full value even in mediocre services. At any rate 
the loss would be small. 


GUARDSMAN. 


We would call the attention of our correspondent to 
the fact that officers of the Regular Army must submit 
to an examination preliminary to promotion. Young 
men who enter the Army from the Military Academy 
are subjected to frequent examinations before they are 
granted their commissions. The requirement that a 
candidate for commission should be a single man is 
founded upon experience, and is a very proper one. The 
rule applies to all alike, and though there may be cases 
in which it might not be necessary to insist upon it, it 
is obviously impossible to discriminate between one 
married man and another.

Capt. George E. Thorne, 24th Inf., aid, officer in 
charge of Militia affairs, was in Buffalo, N.Y., early this 
week, attending the meeting of the National Guard 
Association and for consultation with the adjutants gen- 
eral of the several states in the Eastern division regard- 
ing the camp sites selected as the points of mobilization 
of the troops of their respective states. 

Capt. Thomas M. Kite. Phil. Scouts, whose resignation 
has been accepted, to take effect on Jan. 1, 1912, served 
is a private in the 18th Infantry from January, 1892, 
votlil June, 1901, when he was appointed a first lieu- 
ienant in the Philippine Scouts. He was promoted to 
captain in 1998. 

It is understood that Capt. Jacques de L. Lafitte, 12th 
U.S. Inf., and 1st Lieut. George BH. Price, 14th U.S. 
Cay., are to appear before the court-martial which is 
mentioned in orders from the War Department dated 
Qet. 9, 1911, and published under our Army head. The 
president of the court is Col. G. K. Hunter, 7th Cav., 
and the judge advocate is Capt. EY T. Donnelly, Ist 
Field Art. Major General Bell, commander of the 
Philippine Division, it is stated, has brought the charges 
against the officers. 

Six horses from the Fort Keogh Remount Station for 
the batteries of the 3d Field Artillery at Fort Myer at- 
tracted considerable attention when they arrived in 
Washington Wednesday, Oct. 11. Although they were 
young horses, at the freight yards where they were un- 
jouded they behaved like seasoned mounts. Some of 
ilem acted like trick horses and willingly “shook hands” 
with the soldiers whenever approached. The bunch 
demonstrated the effectiveness of the new system of train- 
ing mounts for the Army. Although spirited they were 
as gentle as pet ponies. 

The ast Battalion of the 29th U.S. Infantry, stationed 
at Fort Porter, N.Y., has established a record for itself. 
Within an hour’s notice the troops in command of Lieut. 
(ol. Charles M. Truitt, marched to Fort Niagara re- 
cently for inspection. This is a distance of thirty-two 
wiles and the time consumed was only twelve hours from 
the moment the order was received. 

At Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., on the morning of Oct. 5, 
the 10th U.S. Cavalry drilled in the double rank forma- 
tion ordered by the War Department for experimental 
vse by Cavalry regiments throughout the United States. 
This formation is a revival of the Cavalry formation 
set forth in the Drill Regulations of 1855, in the ante- 
bellum days. A report will be made to the War Depart- 
ment in regard to the practical efficiency of the move- 
ments for military purposes. 

Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., was the scene of an unusual 
shooting affray on Oct. 10, when Pvt. Matthew Carlyle, 
of Troop A, 10th U.S. Cav., who, it is thought, is 
insane, shot and killed Andre C. Fox, of Troop C, of 
the 10th; Clara Washington, a negro woman, as she 
liv in bed at Bluefort’s restaurant, near Fort Ethan 
Allen, and mortally wounded another negro woman, 
leatrice Stewart. Before Carlyle was captured by a 
detachment of troopers he had shot a horse from under 
Capt. W. F. H. Godson, of Troop L, and had fired many 
hots at the officers and men who were attempting to 
capture him. He was finally wounded by Lieut. Rokert 
laine and then carried in a wagon to the post hospital. 
ile had been ordered to his quarters under arrest, and 
later obtained a rifle and a belt full of cartridges. 
About noon of Oct. 10 he appeared behind a row of 
non-commissioned officers’ houses and shot and killed 
Trooper Fox. who had caused his arrest. Carlyle then 
ran down the road toward Bluefort’s resort. Blodson, 
‘ trooper of the 10th, shouted a warning to several men 
ond women, who ran from the place, while Carlyle 
dashed up stairs and into the room in which the Wash- 
ington woman lay ill of rheumatism. Without a word 
Carlyle fired three shots at her. The first shot killed 
‘he woman. Blodson meanwhile had tried to get. Beatrice 
Stewart out of the house, but Carlyle saw her and sent 
a bullet into her back. Blodson escaped through a rear 
door and the woman crawled into the yard, where she 
was later taken to a hospital in a dying condition. By 
this time a guard, in command of Capt. Edwin M. 
Suplee, officer of the day, surrounded the house. Carlyle 
pened fire on them at once, and orders were given to 
‘ake him dead or alive. There was lively shooting all 
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around, and one of Carlyle’s bullets struck Captain 
Godson’s horse in the neck and killed it, and another 
went through the shoulder of a trooper’s uniform coat. 
Captain Suplee divided his men and sent several troopers 
to the rear of the house. When Carlyle saw them leaving 
he became excited, and stood up before a window witk 
his rifle pointed at the men who were. moving away. 
Before he could fire another shot a well aimed bullet 
from a rifle in the hands of Lieutenant Blaine, who 
had been awaiting an opportunity to fire from behind 
some bushes, struck Carlyle in the groin, and he fell 
to the floor, and was then taken prisoner to the hospital 
raving like a madman. 
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NOTES OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


A Manila despatch of Oct. 2 says: “As a result of 
the recent murders of Americans in Mindanao and Jol, 
a gradual disarmament of the entire Moro population is 
proceeding. The chiefs of the tribes, it is believed, are 
likely to conform with the orders to give up their 
weapons, but there possibly may be some opposition, 
and the Army is preparing for emergencies. The Moros 
do not possess guns, but keep knives in their houses. 
In Mindanao the troops are actively in pursuit of out- 
laws in an effort to stamp out brigandage. The troops 
are still searching for the murderers of Ensign Hovey, 
of the gunboat Pampanga, who was boloed to death on 
the island of Basilan by hostile natives on Sept. 24.” 


The Insular Bureau at Washington has received a 
despatch from the Governor General of the Philippines 
announcing that Otoy, the Filipino bandit and outlaw, 
has fallen, to the great joy of the Constabulary, who 
had been on his trail ever since the American occupa- 
tion. 


Capt. Chauncey B. Humphrey, 21st U.S. Inf., and a 
detachment of twenty-two men completed a record hike 
of fourteen days on Aug. 31 last, in which they crossed 
the island of Mindanao, starting from Parang and 
coming out on the Misamis coast. The party passed 
through for an entire week parts of Mindanao, it is said, 
that have never been explored and met natives who had 
never before seen a white man. The march was a hard 
one over a region which is almost without trails. Ford- 
ing swollen rivers and climbing mountain sides told 
heavily on the men, but they were all in fair condition 
when they arrived at Cagayan de Misamis.

A new battle sight has been designed by Capt. Alfred 
W. Bjornstad, Gen. Staff, which is to be manufactured 
by the Ordnance Department and tested at an early 
date. With it Captain Bjornstad thinks that the prop- 
lem growing out of the proposed change in the battle 
sight of service rifles can be solved. The School of Mus- 


ketry has recommended that the battle sight be set at a 
range of 420 yards instead of 530. As the result of ex- 
periments at Camp Perry Captain Shaw has recom- 
mended that the range of the sight be reduced to 350 
yards. Captain Bjornstad proposes to compromise by 
making the range 400 yards. In the opinion of Captain 
Bjornstad the soldier would not be so easily confused in 
the calculation by making the range an even yards. 
The new sight has a rectangular notch in the back sight 
instead of a curved one as is used on the present service 
rifle. By this shaped notch Captain Bjornstad claims 
that a rifleman can secure a 200-yard range as well as a 
400-yard range. By one-half sight, or when in looking 
through the notch the top of the foresight is on the level 
with the top of the notch a range of 400 yards is ob- 
tained. By the fine sight, or when the front sight ap- 
pears slightly above the bottom of the notch, a range of 
approximately 200 yards is obtained. This arrange- 
ment is so simple, that it will require very little train- 
ing for a soldieer to fire either at yards or 200 
yards with a battle sight. In other words two positive 
sights are obtained by a rectangular notch while with prac- 
tice expert riflemen will be able to compute almost any 
range between 400 and 200 yards with the sight. 
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Vice Admiral Goni, of the Chilian navy, visited the 
training station at Newport, R.I., Oct. 6. With the Vice 
Admiral was the Chilian commission, and all were under 
the guidance of Lieut. Comdr. William R. White, U.S.N. 
The party was received by Rear Admiral Raymond 
Perry Rodgers, U.S.N., commandant of the Narragansett 


Naval District. Admiral Goni was shown the Naval 
War College and the Naval Training Station, with Capt. 
P. W. Hourigan, U.S.N., as the guide. Admiral Goni 
was taken on board the submarine Grayling, which was 
stripped from surface dress to submergence regulations 
in ten minutes. Lieut. Donald C. Bingham, U.S.N., 
commander of the Third Submarine Division, commanded 
the Grayling on a deep sea run between Point Judith 
and Brenton’s Reef Lightship. Admiral Rodgers, Comdr. 
Frank K. Hill, Lieut. John T. Jackson. Commander 
Williams and others took the submarine trip, which was 
the first time Admiral Goni had ever gone beneath the 
sea in a submarine. He enjoyed his experience 
immensely. Later Admiral Goni was taken to the de- 
strover Mayrant. commanded by Lieut. Comdr. Charles 
P. Nelson, U.S.N., for a fast run at sea. After luncheon 
with Admiral Rodgers Admiral Goni and his party 
departed by train for New York, delighted with the visit. 
The Admiral called on Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, 
U.S.A., at Governors Island and visited the forts about 
New York Harbor. He visited Rear Admiral Leutze at 
the navy vard, New York, Oct. 9, and inspected the yard 
and the ships there.

New governments are traveling very rough roads 
these days. In addition to the reform administration of 
Turkey which is embroiled with Italy, the republican 
government is facing a royalist uprising in Portugal. 
The Portuguese have been greatly disappointed with the 
republic. They imagined a change from monarchy would 
do away with poverty and distress and lessen taxation, 
bringing a sort of millenium, but conditions remain virtu- 
ally as before and dissatisfaction has naturally arisen 
among a people so long accustomed to monarchical rule. 
Down in Mexico Emiliano Zapata’s revolt against the 
Madero government has reached a point where the Fed- 
eral authorities have been compelled to send forces of 
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some size against the rebels, while at the same time 
there are rumors along the Rio Grande of the smuggling 
of arms into Mexico for a revolution of greater ominous- 
ness. 
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President Taft paid a visit to the navy yard at Puget 
Sound, Wash., Oct. 10, and was received with the usual 
honors by Rear Admiral Cottman, the commandant. So 
far on the long trip Mr. Taft has not missed an oppor- 
tunity to visit Army posts along his route. . He began 
with an inspection of Fort Brady, at Sault Ste, Marie, 
Mich., and before reaching Idaho had visited Fort 
Leavenworth, Fort Logan, at Denver; Fort D. A: 
Russell, at Cheyenne, Wyo., and Fort Douglas, at Salt 
ake City. At San Francisco he will probably make a 
trip to the Presidic. ‘The other posts that may lie along 
the. route of the trip doubtless will be inspected, and 
by the time the President reaches Washington again he 
hopes to have obtained much information which will be 
useful next winter in measures which may come up 
affecting the military service. President Taft while 
in Oregon in a speech at Salem court house on Octo-. 
ber 12 told the people of Oregon that he intends to 
“use his influence with the Administration” to have the 
old battleship Oregon, of which the people of that state 
are very proud, sent through the Panama Canal before 
any other ship if the canal is completed while he is still 
in pn = House. The President entered California 
on Oct. 2

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


‘Phere are but three more retirements for age in the 
Navy this year, following that of Rear Admiral Mar- 
shall on Oct. 17. The retirements are: Chief Btsn. 
John Winn, on Nov. 26; Rear Admiral Richard Wain- 
wright, Dec. 17, and Rear Admiral Raymond P. Rodgers, 


on Dec. 20. 

Rear Admiral William A. Marshall, U.S.N., who 
retires for age Oct. 17, 1911, is a native of Pennsylvania 
and a graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy, class of 
1871. Among other service he has been on duty in the 
Iroquois and Canandaigua, on the North Atlantic Sta- 
tion, in the early seventies, and on the Hartford and 
Tennessee, of the China Station, and the Vandalia, of 
the North Atlantic Station, up to 1883. Other service 
included duty in the Branch Hydrographic Office, 
Boston; in the Dolphin, at the Torpedo Station, in the 
Charleston, on the South Atlantic Station, and the 
Detroit, of the China Station. He has_ been on duty 
at the Naval Academy, at the navy yard, New York, and 
during the war with Spain was on _ the Resolute to 
Dec. 15. 1898. Subsequent service included duty in 
the New York, Kearsarge, Lighthouse Service and 
Raleigh; was captain of the navy yard at Boston and 
commander of the North Carolina and commandant of 
the navy vard, Norfolk Va., and the 5th Naval District, 
which was his last assignment. He reached the grade 
of rear admiral March 17, 1910, by the retirement of 
Rear Admiral Swift. : 

The last retirement for age in the Army this year will 
be Col. Robert H. Patterson, Coast Art. Corps, who 
retires Dec. 5, 1911. 

The involuntary retirement of Bvt. Major Gen. Joseph 
G. Story, Colonel and Assistant Adjutant General, 
N.G.N.Y., on account of the age limit. on Dec. 31 next, 
will mark the passing of a most efficient officer and 
gentleman, who has performed his duty faithfully to his 
state and country. As a young man General Story was 
engaged in trade in South America and Cape of Good 
Hope. and during the war between Paraguay and Argen- 
tina in 1859 he ran the blockade. He has the distinction 
of being the first man to be mustered into the 23d Regi- 
ment. N.Y., for Civil War service. and enlisted in 
Company A Jan. 20, 1862, as a-private. He served in 
suecessive grades up to and including captain. W hile 
his command was in the U.S. service he was_a first 
sergeant. He was made captain of Company A Jan. 13, 
1875, and relinquished command Jan. 20, 1880, when 
he became colonel and assistant in the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. Company A under his command was the leading 
company in the regiment, and had a full membership 
with a waiting list. The entire company became in- 
terested in rifle practice with the establishment of 
Creedmoor, and joined the N.R.A. in a body in 1874. 
General Story was active in the rifle movement from its 
beginning, as the old records of the N.R.A. will show, 
and to-day he is the only one left who has qualified as 
a marksman for thirty-seven years in the Guard, since 
the state badges were first awarded in 1874. For eighteen 
years while in Company A General Story had a perfect 
record of attendance. He was a director of the N.R.A. 
from 1872 to some years later, and performed much 
active work, especially during the international matches. 
Ile was personally acquainted with all the great riflemen 
of old times. both in the Army, National Guard and 
from Great Britain. For thirty years since the opening 
of the state camp in 1882 he has been an official there, 
and for years has had charge of the preparation of the 
grounds. ete., and exercised the functions of chief 
post Q.M. at the camp during the war with Spain in 
connection with the preparation of the troops for service. 
In 1908, while on duty at the camp, he sustained a 
severe injury to his legs by his horse running away and 
falling. In consideration of his service General Story’s 
friends hope that the state will allow him a_ pension. 
Now that the Army routine is being so closely followed, 
as to retirements, etc., the payment of officers who have 
been in the employment of the state for a lifetime and 
then in old age are retired is but just. General Story 
is a member of the Sons of the American Revolution, 
G.A.R.. 23d Regiment Veteran Association, Society of 
the War of 1812 and other organizations. Feneral 
Story was commissioned colonel and assistant in ord- 
nance department Jan. 1, 1883; reappointed Aug. 18, 
1887: assistant chief of ordnance, Dec. 4. 1888;  re- 
appointed April 13, 1907; rendered supernumerary Dec. 
81, 1898: assigned to duty in charge of property of 
abolished ordnance department Dec. 31, 1898: assistant 
adjutant general, S.N.Y., Jan. 2, 1899. 

Lieut. Col. Reuben B. Turner, Inf., U.S.A., unassigned, 
who was promoted colonel Sept. 27, 1911, by the death 
of Col. T. C. Woodbury, was born in New York Jan. 28, 
1857. He is a graduate of the U.S.M.A.. class of 1881, 
when he was promoted in the Army second lieutenant, 
6th Infantry. During his early service he was on 
frontier duty in Utah and Colorado, and went to Fort 
Leavenworth early in 1889, and among other duties 
he was. while on detached service in the Quartermaster's 
Department, in charge of construction work at Forts 
Thomas and RBarrancas, Key West Barracks. Mount 
Vernon Barracks and Fort Wingate to April. 1897. He 
was promoted captain, 6th Infantry, Jan. 12, 1897, and 
was with his reriment from Mav 1, 1897. to Nov. 20, 
1898. at Fort Thomas and during the Santiago cam- 
paign. and was then ordered on detached service in the 


Ouartermaster’s Department, being on duty at Fort 
Spokane. Tle was subsequently on duty at Columbns 
Rarracks. Des Moine, Boise Barracks and Alcatraz 
Island. the latter being his last assignment. He was 


detailed to the Quartermaster’s Denartment March 14, 
1991, and was promoted major. Sth Infantry, Dee. §, 
1991, and lieutenant colonel, 29th Infantry, Oct. 28, 
1908. 

Paymr. George W. Reeves, jr.. U.S.N., who on Oct. 
5. 1911. was ordered placed on the retired list to date 
from July 15, 1911. is a native of Pennsylvania, and 
entered the Navy Jan. 15. 1900. after serving eleven 
months as an enlisted man during the Spanish War. 
He has been under treatment at the Naval Hospital, 
Tas Animas, N.M., and is now at his home, San Diego, 
Cal. 

Major Henry Leonard, U.S.M.C., who has been trans- 
ferred to the retired list on account of physical disability 
incurred in the line of duty, was commended for 
gallantry during the Boxer uprising in China, where he 
served as captain. He risked his life and lost an arm 
in rescuing Lieut. Smedley D. Butler. U.S.M.C.. who 
was wounded and helpless at Tien-Tsin. For half a 
mile he carried the lieutenant on his back under fire. 
He was shot in the right arm. which was later ampu- 
tated. Major Leonard, previous to his entry in the 
Marine Corps. April &. 1899. sérved for eight months 
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as an officer in the Marine Corps for the war with Spain. 
He was born in Pennsylvania thirty-four years ago, and 
entered the Service April 8, 1899; was commissioned 
captain July 31, 1900, and major May 13, 1908, and 
assigned to duty at the Portsmouth Navy Yard in com- 
mand of the naval prison. His last sea cruise expired 
in February, 1904. He was advanced in rank for 
eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle with the 
Pekin relief column. 


“John Wilbur Ward, who was retired from the 30th 
Infantry Sept. 11 as a captain (to date from April 13, 
1911), was one of the best known officers who served 
in the Philippine insurrection in the ‘Days of the 
Empire,’” writes a correspondent. “He was particularly 
noted for his success and ability in handling both the 
native Filipinos and the wild tribes. This was illus- 
trated in 1906, when he was stationed among the Lake 
Moros. Accompanied by a friendly Moro he attended, 
uninvited, a council of the Taraca Dattos, and persuaded 
them to go to work getting out saw logs for the Govern- 
ment, instead of joining with the outlaw, Ami Funighas. 
Captain Ward has a record to his credit of fifty-seven 
battles. engagements and skirmishes. At the battle of 
San Jacinto, November, 1899, he was on the firing line 
near Major John A. Logan when that gallant officer was 
killed. He was recommended for a brevet for con- 
spicuous bravery in this same battle, crossing the bullet 
swept field to the flank and bringing to safety an officer 
and nine men, cut off, and under the fire of both the 
enemy and our own troops. In January, 1901, while 
commanding two companies of Filipino Scouts he 
planned and carried through a campaign which culmi- 
nated about two months later in the surrender to him 
at Santa Maria, Ilocos Sur., of 1,760 armed insurgents, 
the first surrender of note in Luzon. On his recommen- 
dation the post of Salamogue was selected as the most 
suitable landing place on the west coast, and he was 
sent there in charge. He was especially commended 
while there for quick and efficient work organizing 
transportation lines, building barracks, storehouses, piers 
and bridges. using for the first time in the department 
large numbers of native laborers (300 per day), and 
completing the work in less than a month. He was 
selected by General Young to reorganize native scouts, 
and from October, 1900, to November, 1901, was in 
command of from one to three companies, and for the 
convenience of the Government served in command of 
two companies for three months after his commission as 
a Volunteer officer expired. On his final relief from 
command he returned to the United States, and on 
Feb. 28, 1902, was appointed a second lieutenant of 
Infantry. He served in the 20th, 15th and 30th Regi- 
ments of Infantry until retired. Captain Ward is a 
native of Kentucky. He entered the military Service 
as first lieutenant, Arkansas Volunteers, in 1898: volun- 
teered for service in the Philippine Islands: was ap- 
pointed first lieutenant July 5, 1899, and assigned to 
the 33d Infantry (organized from Texas, Arkansas and 
Indian Territory). and was in all expeditions and cam- 
paigns with the regiment until it took station in the 
Ilocano country. He is a graduate of the General Service 
and Staff College of the Army, at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas., class of 1904; is a member of the Phi Delja Theta 
fraternity, and is a Mason. An accident in the line of 
duty at the maneuver camp at Atascadero. Cal.. in 
October, 1910, caused the loss of his right leg at the 
knee and his retirement. The Army loses from active 
service a gallant and efficient officer, who has always 
‘made good’ in whatever line of duty he was placed.”

RECENT DEATHS. 


Major Thomas C. J. Bailey, U.S.A., retired, died at 
his home, in Seattle, Wash., Oct. 7, 1911, aged seventy- 
five years. He served with distinction in Grant’s Army 
before Richmond. He was captured by the Confederates 
in the battle of the Wilderness and spent six months in 
Southern prisons. He was born in Delaware Oct.. 6, 
1836, and was appointed a first lieutenant, 17th U.S. 
Inf., May 14, 1861, and was promoted captain, Dec. 14, 
1862. He was retired Aug. 18, 1865, for disability in 
the line of duty and was advanced to major on the re- 
tired list April 23, 1904. He was awarded the brevet of 
major Aug. 19, 1864, for gallant and meritorious services 
in the battle on the Weldon Railroad, Va. Besides his 
widow, Major Bailey is survived by three sons and a 
daughter—Rev. William N. Bailey, rector of Trinity 
Church, Asbury Park, N.J.; Thomas C. J. Bailey, jr., 
of Washington, D.C., Engineer of Bridges for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia; C. H. Bailey, a local newspaper man, 
and Mrs. L. Boulton Newbold, of Kensal, N.D. All his 
children, with the exception of Rev. William N. Bailey, 
were at his bedside when he died. 

Brevet Lieut. Col. William Willard Swan, late U.S.A., 
brother of Pay Dir. Francis H. Swan, U.S.N., died at 
Brookline, Mass., Oct. 6, 1911. He was one of the Har- 
vard men of Boston whose patriotism induced them to 
join the Union Army at the breaking out of the Civil 
War. He graduated from Harvard in 1859, and had 
completed a year in the Harvard Law School when the 
war broke out. ‘He was appointed a first lieutenant in 
the 17th U.S. Infantry in May, 1861, and was sent to 
Maine on recruiting service while the regiment was being 
filled. In December he joined the Army of the Potomac 
and remained with it during the war. He served on the 
staffs of Generals Ayres, Griffin and Sykes, and was 
assistant adjutant general of the Regular Division of 
the 5th Army Corps during the last part of the 
war, taking part in the final review of the Union 
Armies at Washington. He was wounded at the battle 
of the Wilderness, and had a horse shot under him at 
the battles of second Bull Run and Five Forks. He was 
twice brevetted for gallantry in the field, and resigned 
from the Service as captain and brevet lieutenant colo- 
nel, U.S.A., in 1866. Serving as he did in the Regular 
Division, he knew many of the leading generals of the 
Army and their staff officers. On his return to Boston 
he continued his law studies and made the law his pro- 
fession. He specialized in patent law, and for many 
years, and up to the time of his death, he had been em- 
ployed by the American Telephone in that capacity. He 
was a member of the Massachusetts Military Historical 
Society, and contributed to their records several impor- 
tant papers on military events with which he had been 
connected. Perhaps the most notable one was on the 
removal of General Warren at the battle of Five Forks, 
in which he defended General Warren, of whom he had 
For several years be- 
fore his death he had been president of the board of 
trustees of the Massachusetts Society for the Care of 
the Feeble Minded, and had contributed to its high posi- 
tion among institutions of that kind in the country. 

Lieut. John R. Lynch, 3d U.S. Cav., who was married 
to Miss Gladys Caruthers at San Antonio, Texas, one 
o'clock a.m., Oct. 9, 1911, according to a press despatch, 
shot and killed himself at Fort Sam Houston at seven 
o’clock a.m. the same day in his quarters at the fort. 
The despatch said further: “His bride refuses to dis- 
cuss the affair. She was not with him when he com- 
mitted suicide. Following two revolver shots, fellow 
officers broke into his room and found him dying in bed 
with bullet wounds in his head and neck. Mrs. Caruthers 
says her daughter came to her on the night of Oct. 8 
and told her that she and Lieutenant Lynch had tried 
to elope, but that the County Clerk would not issue a 
marriage license. Lynch, who had waited in the hotel 
parlor for them, pressed Mrs. Caruthers for her consent. 
They went to the home of the County Clerk, got the 
license and then, failing to find a minister, motored to 
the Army post. Chaplain Perry, of the 3d Field Artil- 
lery, is the only chaplain in the post, and they got him 
out of bed. He was reluctant to perform the ceremony, 
but he was finally satisfied by the statements made and 
performed the marriage. It was then one o’clock a.m. 
They returned to the hotel, where Lieutenant Lynch 
chatted until nearly three o’clock. He left saying he 
would go to his quarters. About seven o’clock officers 
heard the shooting in Lynch’s room. He was dead when 
they broke open the door. He left no letters.” Lieu- 
tenant Lynch was born in Missouri Aug. 4, 1886. He 
served as a. private and corporal in Troop D. 6th 
Cavalry, from Oct. 7, 1907, to Aug. 24, 1910, and was 
appointed second lieutenant, 3d Field Artillery, U.S.A., 
Aug. 17, 1910. He was transferred to the Cavalry last 


August. 

Senior Capt. Louis N. Stodder, U.S.R.C.S., retired 
died Oct. 7, 1911, at his home, No. 284 Kingston avenue, 
Brooklyn. N.Y., of a nervous breakdown. He was born 
in New York city Feb. 12, 1838. During the Civil War 
he served as acting master on the Monitor and on other 
vessels to November, 1865, when he was honorably dis- 
charged while holding the rank of acting volunteer lieu- 
tenant. Captain Stodder received his appointment to 
the Monitor while it was being constructed at the yards 





of the Continental Iron Works, in Greenpoint. He re- 
mained with the Monitor until it foundered off Ca 

Hatteras. At the conclusion of the war he entered the 
U.S. Revenue Cutter Service as a third lieutenant and 
reached the grade of captain Nov. 12, 1879. In 1892 he 
was appointed Supervisor of Anchorages of the Port of 
New York, and served for nine years. He retired from 
active service on account of the age limit April 12, 1902. 
At the end of the Civil War the city of Boston pre- 
sented to him a bronze medal in recognition of his serv- 
ices. Captain Stodder was a native of Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Catharine M. Stack, widew of the late Band- 
master John Pitt Stack, U.S.A., died in New York city, 
N.Y., Oct. 6, 1911, aged eighty-five years. Mrs. Stack, 
who was an expert lace maker in her youth, had the 
distinction of having made a pair of lace gloves which 
were presented to the late Queen Victoria on account 
of their exquisite workmanship. She is survived by one 
son, Bandmaster John P. Stack, jr., U.S.A., who. is 
stationed at the National Military Home, Marion, Ind., 
and six daughters.

DEATH OF COLONEL WILSON, N.G.N.Y. 


Brevet Lieut. Col. David Wilson, major, commanding 
1st Battalion, Field Artillery. N.G.N.Y., one of the best 
known and most popular officers in the state, died at 
his home, No. 732 East 168th street, the Bronx, New 
York city Oct. 7, 1911. Heart failure was the cause of 
death. He served continuously in the National Guard 
from Oct. 23, 1863, when he joined the Washington 
Gray Battalion, now Battery A, Field Art., as a pri- 
vate. He had previously served a year in the British 
army as lance corporal. Colonel Wilson was promoted 
to major through successive grades, and was known as 
a strict disciplinarian and a most efficient officer. He 
was thoroughly wrapped up in his military work, and 
the old 2d Battery under his command, was a model or- 
ganization. He had been in poor health for some time, 
but his illness did not take a serious turn until about 
Sept. 380. Even while ill he left his home to attend a 
meeting of the examining board of which he was presi- 
dent. He was one of the most popular military men in 
the city, and the news of his death was received with 
regret by a wide circle of friends, among whom are many 
officers of the Army. At his bedside when the end came 
were his wife, three daughters and his mother, Mrs. Isa- 
bella Wilson, who celebrated her ninety-fifth birthday a 
short time ago. On the occasion of his thirtieth anni- 
versary as a member of the battery, which was celebrated 
in October, 1898, he received the brevet of lieutenant 
colonel for meritorious service of over twenty-five years, 
Oct. 26, 1908. He was promoted major in February, 
1908, and was placed in command of the Field Artillery 
of the state. He was‘ treasurer of the National Guard 
Association for twenty-four years, and was a member 
of the Army and Navy Club, was prominent in the af- 
fairs of the M.A.L., Hoboken Turtle Club, F. and A.M., 
ete.

Capt. L. F. Sherry, of Battery A, also issued 
an order on the death of Lieutenant Colonel 
Wilson, and attesting his worth as an_ officer. 
The funeral of the Lieutenant Colonel, which oe- 
curred Oct. 10 from Battery A armory, was attended by 
a very large. number of officers. The escort which ac- 
companied the remains to Woodlawn Cemetery, consisted 
of three batteries of Field Artillery, under command of 
Capt. Chauncey Matlock, a troop of Cavalry from Squad- 
ron A, under command of Capt. Arthur F. Townsend, 
the squadron’s mounted band, a detachment from the 
Spanish War Veterans, and a large delegation of offi- 
cers of the Army and National Guard, who acted as 
honorary pallbearers. Among those present were Major 
Gen. Charles F. Roe, Brig.

With the passing of Major David Wilson, Field Art., 
National Guard of New York, the state has lost a sol- 
dier who served it continuously, honestly and faithfully 
for over forty-three years. : P 

This is not the time, perhaps, to attempt an. estimate 
of his service. although it is safe to assume that had-he 
selected the Infantry as his field of endeavor he would 
have died a brigadier. From the moment of Major Wil- 
son’s enlistment in 1868, his life found its stimulant in 
the fortunes and misfortunes of an arm that, until re- 
cently, stood practically fatherless and unappreciated 
in this state. 

He never for a single moment lost his enthusiasm for 
the choice of his youth, in the Field Artillery he found 
what to him: seemed to best bring out and develop man- 
hood, and with that arm-he stood for nearly half a cen- . 
tury, and died a major. It was not the rank, howeve 
that men remembered when they learned to know Davi 
Wilson, it was rather the character of the man, and i 
will be the character rather than the rank which will be 
the longest remembered and cherished, for under that 
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broad, and at times bluff exterior, there beat the heart 
of a-little child. 

His truthful, lofty and honest character entitles us. to 
say: “His life was gentle; and the elements so mixed in 
him, that nature might stand up and say to all the 
world—this was a man.”

MES. ARTHUR PETERSON. 


Mrs. Arthur Peterson (born Georgiana Harrah), died 
at her summer residence at Chelsea, Atlantic City, N.J., 
on Sept. 19, 1911. She was a daughter of the late 
Charles J. Harrah, of Rio de Janeiro and Philadelphia, 
and a sister of the present president of the Midvale Steel 
Company, of the same name. She was born in Brazil, 
where her father, a man of extraordinary energy (who 
was a native of Philadelphia), was a well known rail- 
road builder and man of affairs during the reign of the 
late Emperor Dom Pedro the Second. 

Mrs. Peterson was married on March 30, 1891, to 
Arthur Peterson, formerly a pay inspector in the U.S. 
Navy; and for the first nine years of her married life 
accompanied her husband on most of his travels, being 
one of the first American women to go to Manila after 
the capture of the city in 1898. For the last eleven 
years, however, she has resided in Overbrook, where 
she was a well known figure, beloved by rich and poor 
alike for her large heart, her sympathetic and vivacious 
disposition, and her many benevolences. She inherited 
many of the masterly qualities of her father, which she 
displayed continually in the management of her beauti- 
ful estate, Red Gates. She was a member of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church of St. Paul, Overbrook. 

A rare and beautiful personality has left us—has 
passed away into the Infinite. Though it is impossible 
for us not to mourn our loss, yet we should not wish to 
have her back again if suffering were to be her portion. 
The time has come when, in the words of England’s 
stately poet, the eternal spirit, 

“That which drew from out the boundless deep 
Turns again home.” ar

the Anciert and Honorahle Artillery, of Boston: the 
Putnam Phalanx. of Hartford, Conn.; the Governor's 
Footevard. of Hartford, and a number of other organi- 
zations from Northern and Southern cities. 

The will of the late Rear Admiral Winfield Scott 
Schlev. T.S.N., filed in the Probate Conrt at Washing- 
ton, D.C., Oct. 10, 1911, leaves his estate to his widow, 
Mrs. Annie R. Schley. with the condition that on her 
death it be equally divided among his three children.

Rear Admiral Schley wrote the will 
himself, the document being in his own fine and distinct 
handwriting. The three children named as beneficiaries 
are Capt. Thomas IF. Schley, U.S.A., Dr. Winfield S. 
Schley and Mrs. V. M. Stuart Wortley. 


Rear Admiral Lucien Young, U.S.N., on account of 
the closing of the navy yard at Pensacola, Fla., trans- 
ferred to the Key West Station.

RACING EVENTS FOR ARMY OFFICERS. 


The Philadelphia Ledger of Oct. 11 says: “Five years 
ago men prominent in the breeding of thoroughbreds in 
America conceived the idea that officers of the United 
States Army should ride the best mounts procurable. 
Capt. Edward B. Cassatt, August Belmont, Harry 


Payne Whitney, H. B. Duryea, William K. Vanderbilt 
and other lovers of the thoroughbred horse, in order to 
accomplish this, were willing to present the different 
Army posts with the progeny of a great sire and the filly 
of a thoroughbred dam so that blooded stock might be 
bred. The plan soon bore fruit. Each Army post be- 
gan to think it had the raciest horses. Then Captain 
Cassatt suggested that at the various hunt club meets an 
event be placed on the program exclusively for Army 
officers and their mounts. It worked like a charm when 
it was tried last year at the Rose Tree Hunting Cluus 
race meet. Last week a similar event was added to the 
Widener race meet at Lynnewood Farm. Five officers 
entered their cross-country horses, and the United States 
Government took a keen interest in the race that two 
horses, Tampico and Knight of Elway, ridden respec- 
tively by Lieutenants Downer and Tate, carrying Uncle 
Sam’s colors, started.” 

The steeplechase officers’ race referred to was won by 
Lieut. Robert F. Tate, 15th Cav., on Knight of Elway, 
the property of the United States Government (time 
5:46 4-5). The War Department several years ago ex- 
pressed its willingness to have officers enter their horses 
in races and gave its official sanction to the Rose Tree 
race. This year there is to be an officers’ race at each 
day of the Rose Tree meeting, Thursday and Saturday 
of next week. Lieut. J. W. Downer, 3d Field Art., rid- 
ing Tampico, another horse belonging to the Govern- 
ment, was second, and Lieut. R. G. Alexander, of the 
Engineers, took third place, after being thrown at the 
far jump. Lieut. Albert K. B. Lyman, of the Engineers, 
riding Lieut. C. K. Rockwell’s Great Khan, was thrown 
at the jump in front of the stables. Lieutenant Rock- 
well, C.E., himself, riding his O.K., was forced to quit 
the race after his mount refused the water jump four or 
five times. 

October 12 at the annual autumn meeting of the Rose 
Tree Hunt Club there was a special event for Army offi- 
cers for the Glen Riddle cup, presented by Mrs. Samuel 
D. Riddle, over a course of one and one-half miles, the 
following to start: Lieut. C. K. Rockwell’s Matabon, 
O.K. and Great Khan, Lieut. R. G. Alexander’s Miss 
Hynes, Lieut. A. K. B. Lyman’s hyrat, Lieut. E. H. 
Mark’s Phoenix Stag, Lieut. Lindsay C. Herkness’s 
Atha, and Major R. G. Paxton’s (10th Cavalry) May 
Lee, while the United States Government nominated 
Tampico and Knight of Elway.

The sextet 
of uniformed riders with whips lashing their mounts 
came to the wire in a dead gallop. Tampico was over 
first by a length with Phoenix Stag just nosing O.K. out 
for the place. Kyrat and i.av Lee ran a dead heat for 
fourth place. The event was a fitting close to an ex- 
citing afternoon of racing.” ists 

Among the incidents of the day was the killing of 
Atha, the gelding of Lieut. windsay C. Herkness, C.E. 
The negro jockey of Baltimore, Johnny Hayes, riding 
the horse, escaped by jumping from the saddle, landing 
heavily on his shoulders, receiving a severe shaking up. 
While about to take the hedge and board jump, coming 
in to the lower end of the circuit, Atha struck the top 
board with his forelegs. He almost turned a somersault 
and landed on his head. His neck was broken. 

The Philadelphia Ledger says: “Atha was a bay geld- 
ing, by Atheling out of Etha, and was raised from a colt 
by Dr. Charles A. Dohan. Two years ago the gelding 
was purchased by Lieutenant Herkness to compete in 
the Army officers’ race. Last spring at the fiftieth anniver- 
sary at the Rose Tree Club Atha beat Major E. B. Cas- 
satt’s Picket in a match race, which was the big feature 
of the day’s sport. Dr. Dohan, Lieutenant Herkness, 
J. Smylie Herkness and other members of the club who 
knew of Atha’s real worth as a cross-country horse, felt 
the loss keenly, but expressed their gratification at 
Jockey Hayes’s wonderful escape from injury.”

G.O. 131, SEPT. 26, 1911, WAR DEPT. 
Announces that the regulations published in G.O. 77, April 
27, 1909, War Dept., to carry into effect an Act of Congress 
approved July 30, 1892, are amended and new instructions 
are published. The following are extracts from the order: 





G.O. 133, SEPT. 28, 1911, WAR DEPT. 

I. In order to carry out the provisions of Sec. 20 of the 
Act of Congress approved Jan. 21, 1903, as amended by the 
Act of Congress approved May 27, 1908, the President, exer- 
cising the discretion resting with him under the Act of Con- 
gress approved Feb. 2, 1911, and the Act of Congregs ap- 
proved Jan. 25, 1907, authorizes the following additions: to 
the enlisted strength of the Army:

2d Battalion of the 1st Field Artillery, and one. sergeant to 
each battery of the 1st Battalion of the 4th Field Artillery; 
the additional sergeants thus authorized shall be available 
exclusively for detail to duty in connection with the Organ- 
ized Militia. The vacancies in the grade of sergeant created 
by this authorization shall be filled by regimental command- 
ers by the appointment of enlisted men designated to them 
therefor by the Adjutant General of the Army. 

. Par. I, G.O. 98, War D., July 21, 1911, and Par. III., 
G.O. 60, War D., March 27, 1909, as amended by Par.

A general survey of the submarine Plunger has been 
ordered by the Navy Department to determine whether 
it is advisable to spend enough money on her to bring 
the vessel up to the present standard of submarines. 
While the Plunger is still fit for service, she is regarded 
as antiquated when compared with submarines of recent 
construction. The Plunger is the second submarine built 
by the Government, the Holland, which was stricken 
from the list some time ago, being the first. At present 
the Plunger is No. 1 on the list of submarines. If the 
Navy Department should decide to strike the Plunger or 
any other submarine from the Navy list, it would not be 
sold in its present condition. All of the machinery would 
be removed and every mechanism that would indicate 
how she is operated would be taken out. Only the bare 
hull would be sold. This is done because there are a 


number of secrets in the construction of submarines that 
are not generally known, and the Government has an 
agreement with the builders of submarines not to reveal 
them to the general public.

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PEACE MOVEMENTS AND WARS. 


The grotesque incongruousness of the Tripolitan war's 
breaking out at a time when the peace doctors were the 
busiest prescribing their remedies for what they are de. 
lighted to call a “war-ridden world,” to which we re. 
ferred in our issue of Oct. 7, occurred also to our enter. 
prising Paris contemporary, Le Matin, which accom. 
panied its announcement of the opening of hostilities 
with an ironical demand for the immediate destruction 
of the peace palace at the Hague as one of the chief 
causes of war. “When its construction was decided 
upon,” the Matin notes, “the Anglo-Boer War _ broke 
out and plans were laid for the Russo-Japanese War: 
when the first stone was laid the Kaiser made his yoy- 
age to Tangier, which event was the beginning of the 
Morocco-European complications; when the first floor 
was finished Austria seized Bosnia and Herzegovina: 
when the second floor was completed the Franco-German 
controversy arose, and when the roof was put on the 
Turco-Italian War began.” 

This is only a partial list of the wars which have ac. 
companied the progress of the palace. No mention js 
made by the Matin of the revolution in Portugal, where 
a few months ago there was bloody fighting, which has 
been renewed in the last few days, nor of the hostilities 
between the Spaniards and the Moors which have con- 
tinued for several years. Nothing is said either of the 
internecine strife in Mexico in the last year which over. 
threw the Diaz régime nor of the fighting in Central 
America, besides other conflicts which might be men- 
tioned. We do not refer to these things to make light 
of any earnest effort to bring about universal peace, for 
that has been one of the things for which the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL has consistently worked for nearly half 
a century and we should be the last to decry the building 
of the peace palace as having no place in the progress of 
the world; but what we do find in this synchronism of 
peace and war activities is a lesson in the futility of 
seeking to regulate the conduct of human affairs by 
pronunciamentos or sentimental proclamations of con- 
gresses and conventions unaccompanied by any change 
in human nature. 

These wars, outside of their immediate influence upon 
the history of the localities in which they occur, may 
have a large value to mankind in showing the necessity 
of ascertaining those real causes of war which lie far 
down in the weaknesses of mortal character and which 
defying the purifying influences of all the religions that 
have been given to men, might well be deemed beyond 
the reach of even such evangelists as Mr. Carnegie with 
his ten millions and those associated with him. A 
greater preacher of righteousness than Mr. Carnegie 


nearly two thousand years ago gave a message to this’ 


world which has virtually turned a deaf ear to it, though 
it brought with it vague visions of the bliss of the blest 
and the torments of the lost. If that great temple, 
“towering o’er the wrecks of time,” which he sought to 
set up in the human soul has failed to bring to this old 
world the peace for which so many hearts have ached, 
is it to be believed that this lesser temple, this Hague 
palace of peace, is destined to effect the regeneration 
of mankind? 

The smug complacency with which men of great wealth 
assume they can obtain for the people with their money 
a moral condition which even the greatest philosophers 
and spiritual guides have been unable to bring to man- 
kind is one of the discouraging phases of every rational 
movement toward stability of peace. There are always 
those breaking into the councils of the practical men of 
the time with projects for bringing about peace through 
some visionary schemes, and none of these is more ob- 
noxious than those men of great riches who believe that 
human nature can be bribed into righteousness or 
bought into coneord and love. Such men are the most 
dangerous to real peace because, having amassed their 
wealth through the possession of a certain amount of 
commercial hard-headedness they are deemed by the un- 
thinking to be peculiarly endowed to pass judgment on 
high moral questions, a domain in which really they 
are peculiarly out of place. 

Only this very day the wires bear from Portugal news 
of the presence of Christian priests at the head of the 
armed Royalist forces that are seeking the restoration 
of the king to the throne of that country. When the 
robed representatives of the Prince of Peace, whom Mr. 
W. J. Bryan and other anti-militarists have been pro- 
claiming as the foe of all wars, enroll themselves among 
the world’s fighting men and handle the sword and rifle 
like any uniformed soldier of a regular army, may we 
not still believe that it will be time to disband the 
armies and navies of the world when the representatives 
of religion live together in harmony, and when the 
church ceases to call upon armed men to protect it from 
attack or to advance its interests in other ways? 

The brilliantly sarcastic commentary of the Matin 
carries with it another lesson in showing how easily it 
might be argued that the peace propaganda of which the 
palace is the outgrowth is the cause of war just because 
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wars have gone hand in hand with the laying of the 
stones of this temple of peace. This linking of peace 
activity with present wars in the relation of cause and 
effect would, of course, be ridiculous, but no more so 
than is the attempt of the peace brethren to connect 
navies and armies with the breaking out of armed con- 
flicts. The advocates of armies and navies might s.y 
with no small appearance of truth: “Abolish your peace 
societies. They make for war. They advocate the 
policy of non-resistance. They incite the strong to at- 
tack the weak. They put faith in paper agreements, 
and thus lure weak nations to their own destruction. 
There will always be the weak and the strong. The 
abolition of armies and navies Will not change this re- 
Jation of superior and inferior, hence fhere will always 
be the possibility of oppression of the weak by the 
strong. Let the weak nations make up for their lack of 
numbers by perfection of military drill and armament, 
and thus be ready to frighten their neighbors into peace.” 
In saying this, militarists would in nowise differ from 
the peace doctors who, pointing to armies and navies 
and the continuance of war, foolishly associate them as 
parent and child. Hypocrisy is one of the worst ene- 
mies which the real movement for peace will have to 
ight in the years to come, and it is such stirking con- 
irasts between peace crusades and war as the Tripclitan 
-onfliet brings to public notice that may keep down the 
tendency toward hypocritical claims to a world right- 
eousness Which does not exist, and which is not likely 
to exist for many years to come.

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Steps are being taken by the War Department to 
organize what will be practically a thirteenth company 
for Infantry, Cavalry and Field Artillery regiments. 
These companies, which will be maintained as separate 
units, will be kept together in the manner provided for 
machine-gun companies in G.O. 47, 1910. In the In- 
fantry these companies will consist of the machine-gun 
platoon, mounted scout detachment of fifteen men, eight 
mounted orderlies and nine service men. The company 
will be commanded by an officer, usually a lieutenant, 
who will have tactical command of the machine-gun 
platoon. The second officer in command will be the one 
who will have tactical command of the mounted scouts 
and will instruct the mounted orderlies. Mounted 
orderlies and service men will be available for special 
duty, relieving a like number of men, who will serve 
with the company. The thirteenth company in the 
Cavalry will consist of the machine-gun platoon, eight 
orderlies and six service men, and will be commanded 
by one officer. In the Field Artillery the company will 
consist of thirty-three men, to be attached tactically to 
the battalion and regimental headquarters. They will 
consist of signalers, scouts, musicians and drivers. 
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Brig. Gen, Frederick Funston, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of Luzon, is to take a new departure 
in the annual inspection of the troops of his command 
next January. He will mobilize all the troops the latter 





part of that month for inspection and maneuvers to last 
some three weeks. 


It was decided that a more practical 


inspection of troops could be made if they were taken 
out of their respective garrisons for a large field inspec- 
tion, and Major General Bell, the division commander, 
favors the project and will furnish transportation to 
hring the troops together. It is expected that there will 
be a full brigade of Cavalry, one of Infantry and about 
2,000 Philippine Scouts for this January inspection. 
The three Infantry regiments which are to compose the 
brigade are the 24th and 18th Regiments, which are to 
relieve the 12th and 7th Regiments at Fort McKinley, 
and the 15th, which will relieve the 20th at Manila. 
The Cavalry brigade will consist of the 7th Cavalry, at 
Fort McKinley; the 8th Cavalry, at Camp McGrath, 
Batangas, and the 14th Cavalry, at Camp Stotsenburg, 
Pampanga. ‘The three Cavalry regiments will be con- 
centrated at the last named post. The Infantry and 
Scouts will be assembled at Fort McKinley and marched 
overland to Stotsenburg. From that post the whole 
command wil) march to the territory where the field 
inspection will be held. ‘This is situated in the province 
of Nueva Feija. There is a large amount of rolling 
land, with water and some timber, in the eastern part 
of that proviree, which is very suitable for the purpose. 
There the troops will be encamped, and the inspections 
and such problems as are necessary will be held. 
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It is understood that Secretary of the Navy Meyer 
will discuss the reorganization question at length in his 
annual report to Congress. The Meyer scheme has been 
in effect now over two years, and in the opinion of 
the Secretary is shown to have been eminently 
successful. Everybody who is interested in the question 
is convinced that some legislation should be enacted 
which will make either the present organization or some 
other organization permanent. The uncertain status of 
the officers in the Department has seriously interfered 
with the affairs of the Navy. But despite these 
embarrassments the Secretary of the Navy has brought 
about results which he thinks will convince the com- 
mittee that his scheme of organization should be made 
permanent by legislation. It is stated that one of the 
strongest points in favor of his organization is the 
condition of the fleet. A larger percentage of ships are 
in condition for war service at present than at any 
time in the history of the Navy. For instance, prac- 
tically every ship in the Atlantic waters, including those 
in reserve, will be able to participate in the New York 
maneuvers if men can be secured to man them. The 
greatest problem to be worked out in connection with 
the New York grand review will be to secure sufficient 
enlisted personnel to handle the ships. In his last 
report Secretary Meyer showed that his organization 
resulted in great economy, and he will, it is said, be 
able to make a better showing this year. 





The rebellion in China, which has been, for some time 
predicted, appears to be now under way, its purpose 
being to overthrow the Manchu dynasty and establish 
a new government, with Sumyatson President and his 
hrother. Sunya, President of the Provisional Assembly. 
The Chinese regulars appear to have mutinied and joined 
the rebel forces in large numbers. The revolutionists 
have occupied Hankow without opposition, also Wuchang 
and Hanyang. The arsenal and powder works at 
Hankow and the ironworks and the arsenal at Hanyang 
are in their possession. The commander of the rebels 
has issued a proclamation in which it is announced that 
it is the people’s army that has taken charge of affairs 
and that it is the intention to overthrow the Manchu 
dynasty. The proclamation threatens death to anyone 
who interferes with foreigners. Three great cities seem 
to have been swept into the revolution by the process 
of spontaneous combustion. They control the commerce 
of all mid-China and the most important links of the 
railway system which foreign capitalists are providing. 
All foreigners resident of Hankow, Wuchang and 
Hanyang are in the concessions at Hankow. They 
report that they received every attention and considera- 
tion at the hands of the revolutionaries. The revolu- 
tionists are issuing paper currency, and there is a run 
on the foreign banks. The native banks refuse to honor 
government notes. There are seven warships at Hankow 
now, including the American gunboats Helena, Comdr. 
Chester M. Knepper, U.S.N., and Villalobos, Lieut 
(J.G.) Ray S. McDonald. 
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Speaking of the riding and walking test for Army offi- 
cers the New York Sun says: “It is hardly worth while 
to go over the absurdities of the system itself. They 
are manifest and needlessly conspicuous.’ Nor is it nec- 
ecsary to reveal the list of deaths and disabilities in- 
curred by men of the highest competency in satisfying 
this preposterous requirement. We might go further 
and refer to instances where the test has been indig- 
nantly rejected by officers of such commanding equip- 
ment that their refusal has been entirely ignored; for 
example, to a surgeon in charge of one of the most im- 
portant hospitals in the military service, a man of the 
highest professional and administrative capacity, who 
has absolutely declined to walk the neighboring towpaths 
or bestride the caracoling plug, and this on the theory 
that athletic attainments throw no sort of light upon his 
fitness for the task in hand. Arguments of this kind 
might be multiplied indefinitely, but the important fact 
at present is that the Colonel’s standard, originally set 
up in impish mischievousness and maintained under a 
régime of reckless malevolence, has fallen into such neg- 
lect and contempt that its observance no longer rises 


above the level of abhorrent ridicule. It is true that 
riding parties frequently go forth upon agreeable junkets 
which any ordinary cripple could negotiate with ease, 
but it is also true that many officers go forth upon their 
own motion and report afterward that they have done 
this or that. In truth the whole system has fallen 
into contemptuous disregard. It means nothing, it 
carries with it no certificate.” 
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At the Methodist Ecumenical Conference at Toronto 
on Oct. 10 a resolution was adopted approving the treaty 
of arbitration with England, but Dr. J. Scott Lidgett, 
of London, editor of the Methodist Times, said: “The 
time is coming when everything relating to the welfare 
of mankind will be considered by tribunals of peace and 
adjustment. Yet human nature must be transformed 
before we can have universal peace.” If the conference 
had passed a resolution pledging its efforts to effect this 
necessary changing of human nature in accordance with 
the advice of the Londoner, it would have done more 
consistent work for peace than in looking merely to 
paper agreements to change the relations of govern- 
ments. At the convention of the National German- 
American Altiance in Washington on Oct. 8 a resolution 
favoring arbitration with Great Britain, Germany and 
France in line with the President’s declared policy was 
voted down. Objection to dabbling in foreign politics 
was the reason given for the defeat of the resolution. 
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The significance and importance of the letter from 
the White House which appears on page 190 of this 
issue is at once apparent. In a letier expressing the 
views of the President of the United States addressed 
by his private secretary, Mr. Hilles, to our correspon- 
dent at Washington, the Army AND Navy JOURNAL is 
informed that President Taft is decidedly opposed to 
the Hay bill to increase the term of enlistment in the 
Army to five years. In the conclusion of his letter 
Mr. Hilles says: “The President directs me to say that 
when Secretary of War he urged upon Congress the 
importance of increasing the pay of enlisted men and 
non-commissioned officers, and he believes that it would 
impair the efficiency of the Army if the bill should be 
adopted unamended with respect to this provision.” The 
willingness of the President to communicate to the Army 
through this paper his opinion upon the Hay bill is not 
only important in itself, but it is significant of an 
interest in the military Service which is in the highest 
degree encouraging.

3y the first of November the Signal Corps Aviation 
School at College Park, Md.. will be closed. It is 
planned by Brigadier General Allen, Chief Signal Officer. 
to open another school for the winter at some place in 
the South. The location has not yet been selected. 
While it would be possible to fly at College Park 
throughout the year, or as far as that is concerned in 
any part of the country during the winter as well as 
in the summer, the instructors would be handicapped by 
snow and cold weather. It is not proposed to go as far 
South as San Antonio, where the Army has already an 
aviation field, but to select a site farther North and 
more accessible to Army posts. 














The Navy Department will announce the results of 
the last battle practice of the Atlantic Fleet as soon as 
it receives the scores from a number of the battleships. 
For some reason the battleships are taking more than 
the usual time in sending in their scores. The report 
on the engineering competition for the year ending 
July 30 has been sent to press. The scores of the 
Asiatic Fleet were received at the Navy Department 
Oct. 10, which were the last results to come to the 
Department. 
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The promotion of forty-one Infantry officers of the 
Army was announced from the War Department Oct. 9. 
They include the promotions of Lieutenant Colonels 
Turner and Frederick, to be colonels: Majors Taggart 
and Faison, to be lieutenant colonels: Captains Bennett 
and Jarvis, to be majors. First lieutenants are promoted 
captains from and including R. G. Rutherford down to 
and including J. M. Petty, and second lieutenants are 
promoted first lieutenants down to and including R. P. 
Lemly. 
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We are informed at the Navy Department that there 
is no basis for the report that the vessels of Cervera’s 
fleet sunk off Santiago are to be raised. Even if the 
ships could be raised they would be of no value to 
the Navy, as more modern vessels are being stricken 
from the Navy list and sold. 
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PRESIDENT TAFT ON ENLISTMENT TERM. 


President Taft is opposed to the Hay bill providing 
for the increase in the term of enlistment in the Army 
from three to five years and the consequent reduction 
in the pay of enlisted men. Through a letter from 
Secretary Hilles to Mr. E. B. Johns, Washington 
correspondent of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, the 
‘President expresses the opinion that “there is a serious 
objection to sealing down the pay of the professional 
soldier.” The President also expresses the belief that 
the bill “would impair the efficiency of the Army if it 
should be adopted unamended.” It is very encouraging 
to find the President thus frankly expressing his interest 
in the welfare of the Army. There is no doubt that 
he would veto the Hay bill if it were adopted by Con- 
gress. There is no argument that can be presented in 
favor of the numerous bills favoring the interests of 
civilian laborers that does not apply equally to working- 
men who elect to serve the Government. The President's 
estimates of the loss to the enlisted men of the Army 
by the passage of the Hay bill in its present form is 
conservative. Most of the enlisted men who serve thirty 
years reach the rank of corporal before retirement. 
This would raise the average reduction to enlisted men 
under the Hay bill to about $1,000 for the thirty years’ 
service. More than this, it would reduce the retired 
pay of enlisted men. The aggregate annual loss to the 
enlisted men of the Army resulting from the passage 
of the bill, according to its advocates, would be over 
$1,000,000. The following is the text of the letter of 
Mr. Hilles: 


The White House, Washington. 
Omaha, Neb., Oct. 2, 1911. 

Dear Mr. Johns: The President directs me to ac- 
knowledge receipt of your letter of recent date, in which 
you call his attention to the fact that it has been stated 
in the public press that he has endorsed the Army Re- 
organization bill in its present form. You point out 
that this bill would increase the term of enlistment from 
three to five years without providing a corresponding 
increase in the re-enlistment pay and bonus of private 
soldiers; that, as a result, it would squeeze out of the 
pay of re-enlisted men somewhat more than a million 
dollars a year; and that the practical result would be 
a reduction in the pay of professional soldiers, which 
would remove an inducement to men to enter the ranks 
as recruits. : 

It appears that under the present law a private sol- 
dier who serves thirty consecutive years is entitled to 
retirement, and that his pay during that period of serv- 
ice aggregates $8,073. This is an_ average of seventy- 
three cents per day. If the Hay bill should become a 
law in its present form the aggregate pay of the private 
soldier for a period of thirty years would be only $7,425, 
a loss to him of $648, which is a scaling down of eight 
per cent., and which would reduce his daily pay from 
seventy-three cents to sixty-seven cents. This would be 
due to the fact that the present law provides an in- 
crease in pay and other allowances to enlisted men once 
every three years, whereas under the Hay bill these 
men would receive this additional allotment once every 
five years. It is estimated that the annual saving in 
service pay under the Hay bill would be $750,000; the 
annual saving of bonus would be $40,000 ; and the an- 
nual saving in travel pay of soldiers on discharge would 
amount to $360,000. This saving of $360,000 should 
very properly be made without working a hardship on 
the private soldier, but there is serious objection to 
scaling down the pay of the professional soldier, and, 
unless one object sought to be accomplished by the adop- 
tion of the Hay bill is economy at the expense of the 
private soldieer, it would be a mistake to permit the 
bill to go through unamended. 

The President directs me to say that when Secretary 
of War he urged upon Congress the importance of in- 
creasing the pay of enlisted men and non-commissioned 
officers, and he believes that it would impair the ef- 
ficiency of the Army if the bill should be adopted un- 
amended with respect to this provision. Sincerely yours,

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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Col. George R. Smith, Asst. P.G., U.S.A., asked 
whether 1st Lieut. Henry C. Pratt, 4th Cav., was en- 
titled to extra pay as an aid to Major Gen. W. HI. 
Carter. Gen. Staff, U.S.A., while the General was in 
the field in command of a division. The doubt arose 
because of Sections 3 and 4 of the Act of Feb. 14, 1893, 
which provide that “acts and parts of acts authorizing 
aides-de-camp and military secretaries shall not anply 
to general officers of the General Staff Corps.” The 
Comptroller thinks that the question is not altogether 
free from doubt, but he decides in favor of allowing 
Lieutenant Pratt his extra pay, saying: “If a major 
general in command of a division or a corps in the field 
should be relieved of such duty and be detailed to serve 
in the General Staff. he would cease to be entitled to 
aides-de-camp : and on the other hand if a major general 
in the General Staff Corps should be assigned to duty in 
the field in command of a division or a corps, it would 
seem that so long as he remains in the field and actually 
in command of a division or a corps, he would be en- 
titled to aids as provided by the statute, and that such 
aids to him under such circumstances would be entitled 
(while so serving as such aids) to be paid at the rate 
of $200 ner annum in addition to the regular pay of 
their rank. The additional pay is allowed for the addi- 
tional service imposed. To construe the above statutes 
otherwise it would follow that if two major generals 
in the field, each in command of a division or a corps, 
with corresponding duties and responsibilities, and each 
equally in need of aids to assist them, the one would 
he entitled to aids and the other would not if he 
happened to be a major general in the General Staff 
Corps, although he is assigned under proper orders to 
duty in the field and is actually in command of a divi- 
sion or a corps. I am of opinion that such a construc- 
tion of the ahove statutes when construed together and 
looking to the intent and purpose of each would be too 
narrow and would not give effect to both. In the one. 
aids are given to a major general when it is expected 
that he needs them for the good of the Service, and by 
the other he is denied them when it is supposed he 
does not need them for the gond of the Service. In 
both statutes the object to he attained is the needs and 
good of the Service. Such seems to have been the 
internretation placed upon the law by the Secretary of 
War.” 

Harry Laskey. fireman. first class, U.S.N., claimed 
that his restoration to duty after serving four months 
of a sentence of six months entitled him to the pay 
withheld under the sentence of the G.C.M. during his 
confinement of four months. The Comptroller answers 
that restoration to duty remits the unexecuted portion 
of a sentence, but has no effect on the exceuted portion. 

The Comptroller admits the justice of a claim for 
mileage submitted by Naval Constr. A. B. Court, U.S.N.. 
but holds that as it was for expenses incurred during 
the fiscal year of 1909 it cannot be paid out of the 
appropriation for later years. 

Commissioned officers of the Army, and consequently 
commissioned officers of the Revenue Cutter Service, 
are entitled to free medical treatment. but not. to 
subsistence while undergoing such treatment. The deci- 
sions of April 29. 1911, and Sept. 20, 1911, that officers 
of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps are properly 
required to pay for their subsistence at the Government 
Hospital for the Insane applies equally to officers of 
the Revenue Cutter Service, whether under treatment 
at the Government Hospital or by the Public Health 
and Marine Hospital Service. 

The Comptroller decides that the War Department 
has authority to authorize the use of telephones by our 
military attachés abroad, and overrules the Auditor 
accordingly in the cases of Major Harry L. Hawthorne, 
Military Attaché, Tokio, Japan; Capt. Samuel C. 





Shartle, C.A., Military Attaché at Berlin, Germany, and 
Lieut. William M. Colvin, C.A.C., Military Attaché at 
Stockholm, Sweden. The question as to the necessity 
for the use of the telephone is to be determined in each 
case on its merits. The Secretary of War explains that 
the military ‘attaché at Tokio, in addition to his large 
volume of regular duties, is charged with the supervision 
of several American officers stationed in Tokio studying 
the Japanese language, and the military attachés in 
Berlin and Paris, in addition to their regular duties, 
exercise certain supervision over the American officers 
stationed in Germany and France pursuing courses of 
instruction and attached to regiments of the German 
and French army. 





DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


First Lieut. Walter Singles, C.A.C., who commanded 
the 4th Company, Coast Artillery, at Fort Mott, N.J., 
was sick in quarters. First Lieut. Edwin K. Smith, 
C.A.C., was the only other officer present and in com- 
mand of the company. As Lieutenant Singles retained 
custody of the company fund, Lieutenant Smith, who 
required change on pay day, sent the first sergeant to 
Lieutenant Singles with a verbal request for $75, which 
Lieutenant Singles gave in the form of a bank check 
to the order of the first sergeant, who drew the money 
end promptly deserted. The J.A. General advises that 
“the loss of the $75 from the company fund was one 
of those unavoidable incidents for which no one except- 
ing the deserting first sergeant should be held respon- 
sible. and that the less is one which should be borne 
by the company fund.” Neither of the two officers could 
go to the bank, which was in Salem, N.J., at a distance 
from the post, and the next in rank was the first 
sergeant, whom there was no reason to distrust. The 
senior of the two officers, Lientenant Singles. had as 
the custodian of the company fund the final judgment 
required to determine whether the first sergeant was to 
Le trusted with the money. 

J.A. General Crowder concludes that Army pay- 
masters’ clerks are now officers of the Army whose 
precise legal grade is yet to be determined. Although 
not commissioned officers they have a full military status 
and are not enlisted men nor endets, and so far as 
concerns hospital charges. which is the point in the case 
decided, they are entitled to all the privileges allowed 
Arwny | officers. “Wherever in the Army Regulations 
provision is made for an officer of the Army in regard 
fo matters pertaining to the medical service the term 
officer must be considered to apply to paymasters’ clerks.”

DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS, W.D. 


The Department has for distribution a publication 
entitled. “Gunnery aud Explosives for Field Artillery 
Officers.” which, it is thought. should be in the hands of 
all officers of Field Artillery of the Organized Militia 
and in the libraries of the batteries. Recitations on this 
book form part of the garrison school course of all Field 
Artillery officers of the Regular Army, and they are also 
examined in it for promotion. 

An individual holding a commission in the Medical 
Reserve Corps, U.S.A., can, according to law, accept a 
commission in the Medical Corps of the Organized Militia 
of a state. There is no precedent or authority known, 
however, whereby an officer of the Medical Reserve 
Corps, U.S.A., could be assigned to duty with the Or- 
ganized Militia as a Medical Reserve officer unless the 
Organized Militia was in the service of the United States. 

Members of the Organized Militia who pursue the 
same course of rifle practice as that prescribed for the 
Regular Army are entitled to receive the insignia similar 
to those issued to members of the Regular Army.

COLUMBUS DAY PARADE. 


The parade in New York city incident to the celebra- 
tion of Columbus Day, in which the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, National Guard, Naval Militia, civic 
societies, etc., took part, was a great success, and splen- 


did weather welcomed the marchers and the spectators. 
Col, Louis D. Conley, of the 69th Regiment, the grand 
marshal, handled his part of the program in excellent 
shape, and his orders were plain and concise, leaving 
no room for doubt among the organizations making up 
the 30,000 paraders as to their place of assembly. or 
position in the column. It was a large parade to handle, 
and it was also the Colonel’s first appearance as a 
grand marshal, and he well earned the compliments he 
received for the smoothness with which the parade was 
managed. 

The troops made a handsome showing. and were 
enthusiastically cheered by the large crowds along the 
route. The line of march was from Ninth street and 
Fifth avenue to Fifty-ninth street. to Columbus Circle 
and dismiss. Mayor Gaynor reviewed the procession 
from the grand stand in Fifty-ninth street, near 
Seventh avenue. 

It was a little after three o’clock when the finely 
mounted platoon of police heading the parade passed 
the Mayor. Then followed the grand marshal and staff. 
Col. Louis D. Conley, 69th Regiment. Behind them 
was the first division of troops. composed of companies 
of the U.S. Coast Artillery, under command of Major 
Sidney S. Jordan, with the 5th Band from Fort Hamil- 
ton. ‘The second division was made up of U.S. marines 
and bluejackets from the navy yard and the ships 
thereat, as follows: 

U.S. marines, Major H. E. Davis, U.S.M.C.. com- 
manding; detachments of U.S. sailors; one battalion, 
Comdr. W. W. Phelps, U.S.N.; one battalion, Lieut.

Raynor. 

A number of recently promoted officers made their 
first public appearance with the National Guard in their 
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new grades. These included Lieut. Col. Charles Healy, 
in command of the 69th; Major John F. O’Ryan, com- 
manding the 1st Battalion of Field Artillery; Capt. 
Frank B. Barrett, Battery D; Capt. J. H. Kenyon, 
Battery E; Capt. H. M. Paul, Battery F, and Capt. 
H. H. Rogers, on Major O’Ryan’s staff, and Capt. 
Roger A. Nolan, Co. I, 69th Regiment. 

The fourth division, consisting of Spanish War 
veterans, Exempt Firemen and the Catholic Benevolent 
Legion, was under command of Col. Thomas F. Lynch, 
late of the 69th Regiment. The fifth division consisted 
of numerous companies of Knights of Columbus, under 
command of Capt. W. J. Costigan, of the 69th Regiment.

NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION. 


Delegates to the number of 300 attended the annual 
convention of the National Guard Association of the 
United States, which began in the 65th Regiment armory 
at Buffalo, N.Y., on Oct. 9. The president, Gen. Thomas 
J. Stewart, of Pennsylvania, called the convention to 
order. Chaplain W. F. Fornes, 65th N.Y. Inf., delivered 
the invocation, and Mayor Louis P. Fuhrmann welcomed 
the delegates in the name of the city. Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., was unavoidably 
absent, but sent the able Major Johnson Hagood to 
represent him. Major Gen. Edward C. Young, N.G. 
Ill. chairman of the executive committee, related in 


detail the committee’s work in getting the Pay bill 
before Congress, and pointed out the necessity of a 
strong front if the bill was to ke made a law. The 
convention approved the Pay bill. Capt. H. D. Thomason. 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., gave a talk on the opening day on 
camp sanitation. It dealt chiefly with the prevention 
of disease in concentration camps. Captain Thomason 
is medieal assistant to the Chief of the Division of 
Militia Affairs. : : 

The featvre of the day was a lively discussion of the 
proposed military system suggested by Brig. Gen. mK. 
Evans. Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs, U.S.A., 
levalizing conscription in war times. General Evans 
had requested an expression of sentiment on this system. 
Judging from the speeches made by the Guard officers 
the sentiment is not unanimous in support of the plan. 
The bill, which is to be introduced again at the next 
session of Congress, was referred to the military com- 
mittee. General Evans supported his conscription plan 
before the convention. He declared that practically 
every nation in Europe can put into the field a larger 
force than the United States, and said that while war 
is probably a long way off it is well never to be caught 
napping. He urged the Guardsmen to work for a larger 
national Army. Some delegates declared the Evans 
plan would be an infringement of state rights. General 
Evans pleaded for an expression of sentiment by an 
informal ballot. but a motion to refer the subject to a 
committee earried. In the evening many of the delegates 
attended a review of the 65th Regiment by Adjutant 
General Verbeck. 

At the session of Oct. 10 the following officers were 
chosen for the coming year: President, Brig. Gen. 
Thomas J. Stewart, adjutant general, Pennsylvania, re- 
elected; secretary, Gen. Charles I. Martin, Kansas, 
re-elected: treasurer, Gen. J. A. Storch, Nebraska, re- 
elected: first vice president, Gen. F. B. Wood. Minne- 
sota. sueceeds Gen. J. B. Lauck, of California; vice 
presidents, Gen. William Verbeck, New York: Gen. 
Henry M. Warfield, Maryland: Gen. William T. Me- 
Guerrin, Michigan: Gen. F. 8S. Dixon, Illinois: Gen. 
Elliott C. Dill. Maine: Gen. William H. Brigham, 
Massachusetts: Gen. W. E. Finzer. Oregon; Gen. F. M. 
Rumbold, Missouri: Gen. C. C. Vaughan, Virginia; 
Gen. J. C. R. Foster, Florida: Col. H. Smith, 
Indiana; Gen. P. lL. Abbey, Michigan, and Col. Austin 
Colgate, New Jersey. Most of the proceedings of that 
dav were devoted to a discussion of field and coast 
artillery work in both the Regular Army and the Militia. 
In the afternoon the entire contingent of officers, accom- 
panied by their wives, on special cars visited Niagara 
Falls and the Gorge. 

A review of the 74th Regiment by General Stewart 
in the evening was enjoyed by the delegates. The 
splendid Buffalo armories profoundly impressed the visit- 
ing soldiers, esnecially the officers from Far Western 
states. Bidwell-Wilgeson Post, No. 9, G.A.R.. visited 
the 74th’s armory to meet General Stewart following 
his review of the regiment. General Stewart is a past 
national commander-in-chief of the Grand Army. 
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THE TURCO-ITALIAN WAR. 


The bombardment of the forts at Tripoli on Oct. 3 
was more spectacular than bloody. Fort Hamidie, at 
the east of the town, was razed by the bombardment, 
while Sinie Fort sustained many breaches made from 
the powerful guns of the Italian fleet. Vice Admiral 
Favarelli was in command of the attacking squadron, 
and had his flag on the Benedetto Brin. The firing 
began at three o’clock at a range of 7,000 meters, but 
after a few shots with the 12-inch guns the ships drew 
nearer and continued firing with the 8-inch and 6-inch 
guns. Fort Hamidie was bombarded by the Giuseppe 
Garibaldi, Varese and Francesco Ferruccio; Sinie Fort 
by the Benedetto Brin, Emanuele Filiberto, Carlo 
Alberto, and the Sultanie Fort by the Re Umberto, 
Sardegna and Sicilia. Not a shot of the Turks took 
effect. The irregular firing of the forts ceased after a 
quarter of an hour. The bombardment was made neces- 
sary by the statement of the Vali that a change of 
Cabinet had taken place at Constantinople and that he 
had no authority to surrender the town. The delay in 
the bombardment of Tripoli is said to have been due 
to the information reaching the commander-in-chief of 
the fleet that the harbor had been extensively mined. 
This would explain the firing at the long range. <A 
search of the harbor for mines proved fruitless, but 
Admiral Aubry exercised great caution in making sure 
about the mines, as he believed the occasion did not call 
for hasty action that might endanger a costly battleship. 

None of the Turkish batteries opened fire on the 
morning of Oct. 4. whereupon the Carlo Alberto and 
the Coatit entered the port. The Italian flag was hoisted 
at the eastern extremity of the town and over Fort 
Sultanie. In the afternoon of Oct. 5 1.600 sailors took 
hossession of the environs of the town and entrenched. 
Turkish troops at that time were encamped four hours’ 
march from the port. A few of the foreign consuls at 
first were in favor of leaving Tripoli before the bom- 
bardment, but John Wood, the American Consul, and 








others finally induced the whole body to remain. As 
soon as the Turkish troops were withdrawn the Arabs 
began the pillaging of the houses of the Turkish officers. 
The landing of the Italians put an end to looting. 
Their landing did not awaken much serious resistance. 
Horsemen appeared now and then, but at the first shot 
they disappeared. Sailors soon occupied all the streets. 

Malta advices of Oct. 5 reported the arrival there of 
the U.S.S. Chester. Despatches from Naples, dated 
Oct. 9, said that Comdr. Andrew Long, N., 
Attaché at Rome, as well as the attachés of. other 
countries, would be permitted to follow the expedition 
to Tripoli, attached to the general staff.

GENERAL SHERIDAN AND THE CHICAGO FIRE. 


On the fortieth anniversary of the great Chicago fire, 
Oct. 9, the Mayor of that city issued a proclamation 
calling attention to that calamity and the large losses 
there and elsewhere from fires during the past year, and 
urged that preventive measures be taken to diminish 
such loss. Similar action was taken on that day in 
the public schools of Chicago and vicinity. It is no 
reflection on any of the officers stationed at Chicago to 
state that no division or department commander there 
was ever so highly esteemed by the citizens of Chicago 
as General Sheridan, who was in command at the time 
of the fire. His prompt action to help the distressed, 
protect the people from disreputable characters who 
flocked there, and generous aid and tender sympathy for 
the sufferers endeared him to all classes of people. The 
Chicago papers on Oct. 9 recalled the splendid work of 
General Sheridan and published facsimiles of the tele- 
grams of Generals Sheridan and Belknap from the 
original manuscripts. 

On Oct. 9. 1871, General Sheridan wired as follows: 
“General Belknap, Secretary of War. City of Chicago 
is almost utterly destroyed by fire. There is now reason- 
able hope of arresting it if the wind does not change, 
which is yet blowing a gale. I ordered on your authority 
rations from St. Louis. tents from. Jeffersonville and 
two companies of Infantry from Omaha. There will be 
many houseless people and much distress. (Signed) P. 
H. Sheridan. Lieut. Gen.” 

Later on the same day General Sheridan telegraphed 
the Secretary of War: “The fire here last night and 
to-day has destroyed almost all that was very valuable 
in this city. There is not a business house, bank or 
hotel left. Most of the best part of the city is gone. 
Without exaggeration all the valuable portion of the 
city is in ruins. I think not less than one hundred 
thousand people are houseless, and those who have had 
the most wealth are now poor. It seems to me to be 
such a terrible misfortune that it may with propriety 
be considered a national calamity.” 

To this the following telegram was sent: “Washing- 
ton, Oct. 10, 1871. Lieut. Gen. P. H. Sheridan, Chicago. 
1 agree with vou that the fire is a national calamity. 
The sufferers have the sincere sympathy of the nation. 
Officers at the depots at St. Louis, Jeffersonville and 
elsewhere have been ordered to forward supplies liberally 
and promptly. (Signed) William W. Belknap, Secre- 
tary of War.” _ 

It was largelv the gratitude of the business men and 
citizens generally of Chicago toward General Sheridan 
and the Army for their action during the great Chicago 
fire of 1871 that prompted them to be so liberal and 
purchase from their private means and present to the 
Government the large property on the shore of Take 
Michigan on which Fort Sheridan is now located, a 
property which has so greatly enhanced in value that it 
is now estimated to be worth several millions of dollars.

AN ORDER TO THE DEAD. 


A board of officers was in session at an Army post 
pursuant to proper orders, and in the midst of the 
session one of the members died, thereby, of course, 
vacating his place on the board. The record of the 
proceedings of the board contains the following: 

“The board then adjourned to meet at the call of 
the president. Owing to the death of X—, Y— was 
detailed on the board, pursuant to the following order: 

“ , 1911. 








“Special Orders No. —. 

“3. X— is relieved as a member of the board of 
officers appointed by paragraph —, Special Orders 
No. —, post, current series, and Y— is detailed in his 
stead. 

“X— will turn over to Y— all papers, etc., pertaining 
to the case in question. By order of Z—. 

“(Sed.) A—, Adjutant.” 

The only precedent that can be discovered for an 
action of this kind is the celebrated order that was 
issued by the commandant of the Military Academy 
some years ago, in which he published a list of calls, 
and, after enumerating the duties of the day and the 
hours when they would be performed, the order recited 
that dress parade would be held at 5:30 o’clock p.m., 
and that one-half hour later the sun would set.

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AVIATION NOTES. 

Lieuts. Theodore G. Ellyson and J. H. Towers, U.S.N., 
started at Annapolis shortly after noon on Oct. 11 on 
a trip by aeroplane to Fort Monroe. They were fol- 
lowed by the torpedoboat Bagley. Lieutenant Ellyson, 
as the more experienced aviator, was the pilot. The 
machine was the naval hydro-aeroplane. They landed 
safely on the shore of Chesapeake Bay at Smith’s Point. 

Mr. William R. Hearst announced that the limit of 
time during which his prize of $50,000 for a cross 
continent flight expired Oct. 11. This bars out Calbraith 

Rodgers, who broke the cross-country record for 
aeroplane flights when he landed at Marshall, Mo., 
Oct. 10. 

The balloon Berlin II., representing Germany and 
piloted by Hans Gericke, won the international balloon 
race started from Kansas City by covering a distance of 
about 490 miles. The balloon Berlin II. landed seven 
miles northeast of Holcombe, Wis., without any mishap 
at seven a.m. on Oct. 7. Gericke traveled approximately 
ninety-five miles farther than his nearest competitor, 
Lieut. F. P. Lahm, U.S.A., America’s representative, in 
the balloon Buckeye, which landed at Millston, Wis., 
365 miles from Kansas City, whence the balloons started 
at dusk on Oct. 5. This is the second victory of the 
Germans against three wins for Americans. There were 
six entrants in the race. 

The original Wright flying machine, the first aero- 
plane purchased by the Government for the Signal 
Corps, has been turned over to the National Museum by 
the War Department for installation in the aeronautical 
exhibit. 

The Michelins. of France. have offered $30,000 to be 
given as prizes in competitive dropping of projectiles 
at fixed marks. <As a result two competitions in the 
dropping of projectiles upon fixed marks have been 
started to run until Aug. 15, 1912, when the prizes 
will be awarded. A prize of $10,000 is offered for one 
competition at 200 meters altitude with a circular target 
twenty meters, or about sixty feet, in diameter; the 
bombs or shells to be dropped are to weigh each not 
less than twenty kilos, nearly forty-five pounds. In 
the second competition the prize is $5,000, the height 
1,000 meters and the target a rectangle 300 feet long 
by 30 wide. The larger prize is offered for the lower 
height because this is regarded as of the greater practical 
value. Two similar competitions will be started on the 
expiration of the first ones, with similar prizes. They 
will be decided on Aug. 13, 1913. 

Lieutenant Conneau, of the French navy, who under 
the name of Beaumont has won some of the greatest 
aviation races of Europe in the last year, was badly 
hurt at the military aviation tournament at Rheims on 
Oct. 6. After a fall with a passenger, in which neither 
was hurt, the officer went up in a 100 horsepower 
Blériot machine. In landing the machine capsized and 
Conneau was canght in the wreckage, which caught fire. 
We extricated himself with a fractured leg and internal 
injuries, and was taken tc a hospital. This is the most 
serious mishap that has befallen him in his spectacular 
career as a naval flier. He is thirty-one years old. 

Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, of Los Angeles, Cal., pro- 
vided a rich treat for veterans of the Civil War on 
Sunday afternoon, Sept. 17, when he arranged for the 
aviator Frank L, Champion to give an exhibition of 
flying before the two thousand inmates of the Pacific 
Branch, Soldiers’ Home. One hundred bedridden veterans, 
with couches dragged to the windows of the hospital, 
and four hundred others, crippled and ill, who had been 
helped to the windows by able-bodied comrades, were 
among the spectators. The young aviator circled over 
the building several times. and then descended to become 
the guest at an impromptu reception, at which the 
veterans who had never seen a flying machine before 
thronged around him as delighted as children at the rare 
spectacle they had witnessed.

MIDVALE WINS ARMOR PLATE SUIT. 


A decision of world-wide importance to all the navies 
of the w6rld was handed down by the U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Philadelphia Oct. 11, when it dismissed 
four suits brought by the Krupp Company, of Germany, 
against the Midvale Steel Company, of Philadelphia, to 
restrain the Pennsylvania corporation from infringing 
on patents for a process of manufacturing armor plate. 
The decision was given by Judge Joseph Buffington, and 
sustains the opinion of the Circuit Court. which had 
decreed that the evidence produced before the lower 
court was “not sufficiently satisfactory, either in quality 
or amount,” to establish infringement. The appellate 
court goes a step further, and declares that two certain 
claims in two of the Krupp patents are invalid, and 
that, therefore, there could not be an infringement. 

When the latest processes of armor plate manufactured 
by the Krupp Company became known the Carnegie 
Steel Company and the Bethlehem Steel Company 
obtained licenses to manufacture the Krupp armor in 
the United States. Had the Midvale Company lost its 
suits it might have been shut out from successfully 
bidding against the concerns holding licenses to manu- 
facture armor plate on the Krupp process. 

Judge Buffington, in his oninion, says that, “in view 
of the importance of armor plate to several governments, 
of the fact that numerous companies both in this country 
and abroad who are not parties to this bill are inter- 
ested in the subject matter of this case,” the court felt 
itself impelled to record its views more at length than 
it would otherwise do. 

The opinion of the court is purely technical and re- 
views the history of the manufacture of armor plate 
from the time the genius of John Ericsson, the Swede, 
gave to the United States the original ironclad monitor 
down to the latest processes in the manufacture of 
armor plate. 

The court takes up the patents and declares that the 
fifth claim in a patent granted on Feb. 12, 1895, for a 
process in the manufacture of armor plate is “void for 
lack of patentable novelty.” It also decrees that a 
claim in a patent granted on Feb. 6, 1900, for a process 
of improving the quality of steel armor plate is void,

as it does not involve invention. On the other two 
patents the court declares there was no infringement. 

The German corporation can, if it desires, take the 
case to the Supreme Court of the United States. The 
suit was begun in 1996.

THE WRECK OF THE MAINE. 

The suggestion that the Maine might have been 
wrecked in Havana Harbor by the explosion of her 
boilers is set at rest by a report from the Army En- 
gineers, which shows the workmen have uncovered the 
tops of the boilers, which were intact, with one excep- 
tion: that was in the case of one of the forward boilers, 
which was not burst, but which had been driven bodily 
astern by the blast from the magazines. It had gone 
clear through a heavy bulkhead and against one of the 
after boilers. Another curious find was an ammunition 
ease which had been blown aft from the magazines into 
the rear boiler room without exploding the smokeless 
powder it contained. The report shows that instead of 
being able to float only the after third of the hull it 
has been found possible that more than half of the ship 
can be pumped out and floated out of the dam. This 
will greatly reduce the work of removing the wreck from 
the harbor ‘The engine rooms have been found almost 
completely filled with mud. The engines, so far as 
rneovered, were found in a remarkable state of preserva- 
tion. ‘ 

The Army Engineers are reported to be equally certain 
that the Maine was torn to pieces by an explosion of a 
magazine, and that the destruction wrought by the 
magazines when they exploded was so great as to com- 
pletely obliterate all traces of any outside explosion, 
if there was one, thus making that point forever in 
doubt. Chief Constr. Washington L. Capps, U.S.N., 
who has been making a personal inspection of the wreck 
of the Maine. has prepared a report to the Secretary of 
the Navy. His report deals with the present condition 
of the wreck, plans of the Army Engineers for further 
work upon it, and the conclusion to be drawn from the 
facts so far developed as to the original | cause of the 
ship’s destruction, as to which the Army Engineers have 
such decided views.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The U.S.S. St. Louis was placed in commission in re- 
serve at the navy yard, Puget Sound, Wash., on Oct. 9, 
1911. 

The U.S.S. Patterson was placed in commission at the 
navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., on Oct. 11, 1911. 

Comdr. G. G. Mitchell, U.S.N., who has been in 
command of the Nebraska, has been ordered to command 


the Celtic. 

Four daughters of President Gomez, of Cuba, took 
part in the launching of two Cuban war vessels at 
Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 10. The vessels were the pro- 
tected cruiser Cuba, a vessel of 2,200 tons, and the 
trainingship Patria. Miss Narcissa Gomez and Miss 
Marina Gomez christened the ships. They were  ac- 
companied by Sefior De Morales Coello, secretary of the 
Cuban navy. and wife, a daughter of President Gomez, 
and Dr. De Mencia and his wife, the fourth daughter. 
Among the U.S. Navy officers present were Capt. A. W.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE NOTES. 


Following the information by wire that the revenue cutter 
quscarora had gone to the assistance of the schooner Quick- 
step, ashore at Glen-Arbor, she reports Oct. 9 that after 
assing & hawser to her the bow of the schooner was slewed 
several feet, but a bank of sand found on her starboard bow 
had formed a bed for her. After a great deal of hard work, 
and with the assistance of the small steamer, J. S. Crouse, 
the schooner was floated. 

While cruising to westward of Juan de Fuca, Oct. 2, the 
revenue cutter Snohomish received a wireless message from 
the S.S. Chicago that the gasoline schooner Yukon was in 
need of assistance eizhteen miles SxE of Hole in the 
Wall Lighthouse, having a broken tail shafting. The Sno- 
homish at 6 a.m. the following morning arrived at reported 
position, but could not find the Yukon. Spoke the gasoline 
schooner. Montana and learned that the Yukon was anchored 
twenty-six miles south southwest from Sharp’s Point at 3 
a.m. The Snohomish stood for this position and could not 
find the Yukon. Spoke the schooner Olmpic and learned that 
the Yukon had parted in the gale at 6 a.m and had stood in 
shore; put about and into Refuge Cove for information; ascer- 
tained from the fishing fleet at anchor that the Yukon had 
robably put- into Nootka Sound or Esperanza Inlet; stood 
be Nootka Sound and at 6 p.m found the Yukon anchored 
in Friendly Cove. Her master requested to be towed to Port 
Angeles, as he had insufficient sail to carry the vessel in. As 
there was no other way for her to reach port for repairs, the 
Snohomish towed her to Port Angeles. 

The revenue cutter Woodbury participated in the celebra- 
tion at Portland, Me., Columbus Day. 

The revenue cutter Onondaga was engaged Oct. 11 in de- 
stroying a off the coast of Virginia. 

Under date of Oct. 9 the revenue cutter Tuscarora reports 
that after twenty-one hours’ work she succeeded in floating 
the schooner Quickstep, ashore at Glen-Arbor, Mich. 

The Department, under date of Oct. 6, was advised by the 
steamer Voluro that that vessel had passed part of a timber 
laden schooner Oct. 5, lat. 41° 6’, long. 66° 23’, with portion 
of two masts standing dangerous to navigation. The revenue 
cutter Seneca was ordered to search for the derelict and on 
Oct. 10 reported that she found and destroyed a derelict on 
Oct. 9. After mma the destruction of the derelict the 
Seneca left for Newport for a peggy of wrecking mines. 

On’ Oct. 7 the revenue cutter Mohawk put out to aid two 
schooners reported ashore off Mattinicock and Half Moon 
Beach, L.I. -A heavy sea was running and the vessels were 
said to be in danger of breaking up. The _ three-masted 
schooner off Mattinicock was the Coral Leaf. The name of 
the other craft was not learned. 

Under date of Oct. 7, Nome, Alaska, the revenue cutter 
Bear reports proceeding from Diomedes, Alaska, to assist 
the steamer Eureka reported ashore at Kewalik, Kotzebue 
Sound. 

With the approach of winter, and the consequent closing 
of the sealing season, the United States Revenue Cutter 
Patrol Fleet is now deserting Alaskan waters. When the last 
cutter sails southward the latter part of November, little 
mail will reach the people of Alaska until next spring. 

Not a vessel has been caught this year poaching within the 
three-mile zone of Alaskan waters. This is an unusual rec- 
ord and, it is declared by officials at Washington, speaks well 
for the effectiveness of the patrol of the United States rev- 
enue cutters. The only semblance of trouble during the 
whole season was an attempt of a couple of small boat loads 
of Japanese deserters to gain refuge on American soil. They 
were chased back to the schooner to which they belonged. 

On returning from Neebish on the afternoon of Oct. 6, via 
the West Neebish Channel, the revenue cutter Mackinac was 
notified that the steamer Juniata, of Sault St. Marie, had be- 
come disabled and had drifted aground on the flats below 
Charlotte River, a short distance above the station. The 
Mackinac pulled the Juniata off in one hour, and put her 
alongside Heckler’s Dock at Sault St. Marie.

It is said that Mare Island is far 
ahead in methods of economy not only of Puget Sound but 
in some respects of the New York yard, this view being ex- 
pressed freely by officers who have recently come here from 
both stations. onstructor Westervelt and Lieutenant Jones 
will also study shop conditions in large manufacturing plants 
in this vicinity. 

Lieut. Edwin H. Dodd, wireless officer at this yard, has 
returned from North Head, where he inspected the wireless 
station, and it is probable that as a result a recommendation 
will be made for the installation of a new plant there at a 
cost approximately the same as at Point Loma. and Mare 
Island—$25,000 each. The station here is nearing completion 
and will be ready for testing by the middle of the present 
month. Masts 300 feet in height have been erected, 400 feet 
apart, and the new apparatus will have the quenched spark 
instead of the open spark, heretofore used in wireless work 
by the Navy Department on this coast. The result will be 
the same carrying distance with the use of about half the 
power, thus making for economy. At the same time the in- 
terference will be reduced materially, and it is expected that 
some excellent records will be secured. 

Mrs. R. Duncan Gatewood returned on Tuesday after a 
nine weeks’ absence, spent in the mountains, for the benefit 
of her health. Asst. Naval Constr. Gatewood is still confined 
to his quarters, as the aftermath of the injury sustained 
while on a fishing trip in June, but he is improving slowly. 

The cruiser Cincinnati was given a dock trial today with 
excellent results, and to-morrow she will take a spin to San 
Francisco for a speed trial. She sails for the Asiatic Station 
Nov. 15 and will leave Mare Island on Oct. 25, going to San 
Diego for a preliminary cruise before she sails for China. 
The Maryland is to leave here on Novy. 1, and two shifts of 
men are now working aboard her. Dates for the completion 
of other vessels now at Mare Island are as follows: Alert, 
Dec. 1; Denver, Jan. 1, and Cleveland, Feb. 1. For the last 
three the new dates mean an extension of thirty days on the 
work, made necessary for rush work on the cruisers. Work 
on the Buffalo is to be finished by Oct. 18, but there are no 
orders regarding her next cruise. The statement that she 
might be sent to Honolulu to take a force of wireless experts 
to establish a station there is denied, however. It is thought 
probable that she may convoy to the Puget Sound Yard the 
torpedoboats Fox and Davis. They are hereafter to be used 
on the inland waters of Puget Sound. 

Mare Island has lost the repairs on the New Orleans, the 
ship which the Cincinnati is to relieve on the Asiatic Station. 
It was expected that she would be sent here, but as her sister 
ship, the Albany, has Puget Sound for her home yard, the 
New Orleans will also go there, it being cheaper, it is claimed, 
to have ships of the same type repaired at the one yard. The 
Annapolis, which left here for Samoa a couple of years ago 
and has been station ship at Tutuila, is due here to-day or 
to-morrow to be placed out of commission for overhauling. 

A board to consist of Capt. Hugh Rodman, Lieut, Comdr. 
Charles J. Lang, Lieut. C. E. Smith and Lieut. William L. 
Calhoun is to convene here on Oct. 11 to further investigate 
the cause of the collision between the yard fireboat Leslie and 
the launch Cascaret of Vallejo on the night of Sept. 5, as a 
result of which Ray Mullens, a Vallejo boy, was drowned.

the plan outlined will be the initiative, to be modified or 
amended aS experience may determine, yet the Commander: 
jn-chief desires the earnest Po age oe on the part of all 
oficers in the effort to advance the efficiency for field service 
of the several organizations, and the acquirement of the 
knowledge and information so necessary for commissioned 
officers. t is believed that the imparting of knowledge and 
information of the military character can under proper and 
systematic methods be made of sufficient interest to every 
oficer and enlisted man to awaken a desire on the part of all 
to become efficient in their respective grades, and thus in- 
spire them with confidence in their ability to discharge 
properly and efficiently their respective duties.’’ 





7TH N.Y.—COL. D. APPLETON. 


Colonel Appleton, of the 7th N.Y., who was early in the 
field in securing a supply of the new Infantry Drill Regula- 
tions for the commissioned and non-commissioned officers of 
his command, in announcing the resumption of company 
drills on Oct. 16, says: 

‘*At the opening of the previous drill seasons the com- 
manding officer, following the example of his predecessors, 
has published the maxims that have guided the officers in 
developing the efficiency of the regiment, emphasizing the 
fact that discipline (prompt, intelligent and unquestioning 
obedience to orders) and marksmanship are essential in a 
military organization, and that they must accordingly per- 
sonally supervise the drill and instruction of their recruits, 
and be assured that no man is transferred to the ranks until 
they are satisfied that the soldier has duly qualified up to the 
regimental standard, and has also become at least an armory 
marksman,’’ 

The Colonel after quoting some paragraphs in the Intro- 
duction, Part I., of the new book, states that they will be 
substituted for the text of the regimental maxims. 

\s the drills progress,’’ says Colonel Appleton, ‘‘the 
captains will keep the foregoing constantly in mind. They 
will endeavor to impart the spirit of the instructions of Capt. 
Herman J. Koehler, U.S. Army, in the set-up at all forma- 
tions, whether standing at attention or on the march, and 
realize that there is something to be taught when the com- 
mand is ‘at ease’ or ‘rest.’ Military courtesy will be ob- 
served; when saluting, with or without arms, the hand will 
be raised smartly. Officers will acknowledge salutes smartly 
and promptly. ‘Signals should be freely used in instruction 
in order that officers and men may readily know them.’ In 
the opinion of the commanding officer no drill book has here- 
tofore been issued that better fulfills the requirements of this 
organization than the drill regulations of 1911, and he an- 
ticipates a winter’s work that will combine profit with pleas- 
ure.’’ 
|.ieutenant Colonel Fisk will resume the duties of inspector 
of drills. The following officers are detailed as members of 
the instruction board for the regiment: Lieut. Col. William C. 
Fisk, Major Robert McLean and Battalion Adjutant John F. 
Daniell. 


NEW JERSEY. 


A board of officers to consist of Lieut. Col. William G. 
Schauffler, Lieut. Col. Henry Allers and Capt. Harold D. 
Corbusier, Med. Department, N.G.N.J., is appointed to meet 
with Capt. Henry D. Thomason, Med. Corps, U.S.A., at the 
State House, Trenton, N.J., on Tuesday, Oct. 17, 1911, for 
the purpose of preparing and submitting a plan for the re- 
organization of the Medical Department of New Jersey. 


\s we briefly noted last week, Adjutant General Sadler has 
issued orders directing a progressive course of instruction. 

October, patrols, study in minor tactics, guard duty, prob- 
lem patrols; November, outposts, problem in outpost duty, 
advance guard duty; December, advance guard, guard duty 
and advance guard problem; January, rear guard duty, prob- 
lem in same, and for captains and field officers only, lessons 
in marches and convoys, while the lieutenants will take les- 
sons in map reading. 

In February all of the officers will take lessons in attack 
and work out problems. The field officers and captains will 
take up the question of scientific shelter, while the lieuten- 
ants will continue with their map reading and working out 
map problems. 

In March all the officers will study defense and work out 
problems. The field officers and captains will study in ad- 
dition the service of supply and the lieutenants will read and 
make maps. 

In April all the officers will study field fortifications, taking 
up problems in entrenched positions, while the field officers 
and captains will, in addition, continue the service of supply 
and add the problem of transportation. The lieutenants will 
continue at map work. 

In May all the officers will give close attention to sanita- 
tion, in addition to field fortification while the captains, as a 
side line, will read up on sanitary service and laws of war. 
The lieutenants will go out to show what they have learned 
of map making and reading and will be expected to make 
two practical demonstrations—a road and a position sketch, 

From May 1 to Sept. 30 will be known as field training 
period, 

There will be a school for the non-commissioned officers, 
all this is in addition to the regular drill work that now con- 
stitutes the work of the National Guard. :

CONNECTICUT. 


Adjutant General Cole, of Connecticut, announces that 
weekly evening drills, of not less than one and one-quarter 
hours’ duration, with the exception of the Naval Militia, will 
commence Noy. 1, 1911, and continue to and including May 
31, 1912, for the drills of his branch of the Service. 

‘‘The attention of regimental and other commanding offi- 
cers,’’ says General Cole, ‘‘is invited to the fact that the re- 
sponsibility for building and keeping up the required mem- 
bership of their organizations rests upon them. The low 
membership at present in some of the organizations must in 
some manner be remedied, or it will be necessary to muster 


them out, and muster in new organizations that are waiting. 
Organizations of less than minimum membership cannot be 
rated first class, no matter how high a mark they may obtain 
otherwise. Corps and regimental commanders will hold their 
respective company commanders responsible for a progressive 
line of instruction, starting every recruit right, by thoroughly 
instrueting him in the elementary principles, which are the 
foundation of a soldier’s education. Recruits must also be 
instructed in the sighting, position and aiming drills.’’ 

In order that non-commissioned officers may be qualified as 
quickly as possible for instructors in the new Infantry Drill 
Regulations, regimental commanders will order special evening 
drills of non-commissioned officers only, under command of a 
fi-ld or line officer. ; 

‘*The ability to use the weapons of offense and defense is- 
sued to him,’’ says General Cole, ‘‘is one of the most im- 
portant qualifications of a soldier. It is, however, of no less 
importance that he be well instructed in the proper care of 
them, so that they will be at all times in condition to give 
him the very best service. Company commanders must see 
that their men are not only thoroughly instructed, but they 
will, by frequent and thorough inspections, satisfy themselves 
that no soldier in their command is slighting his duty, and 
that every part of the equipment issued is in as near perfect 
condition as it is possible to keep same. This goes to make 
an efficient organization. In order to do this it will be neces- 
sary to inspect lockers as well as men in ranks, and this 
must be done not only in the winter drill season, but at all 
times and all places. A soldier who does not take proper 
care of his arms, equipments and uniform will be fined the 
cost of putting same into proper condition. When an excess 
of arms and equipments is carried by a company commander 
they will be carefully oiled by the men at a drill and packed 
away in the proper arms chest, or otherwise taken care of, 
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so that no damage will come to them. Company commanders 
and others responsible for the care of property are charged 
with the enforcement of these orders, and an officer respon- 
sible for the property issued to an organization who upon 
inspection is found to have failed to comply with these in- 
structions will have the cost of putting same into proper 
condition charged against their account. The publishing of 
this paragraph is quite unnecessary for a large majority of 
the company commanders of the C.N.G., but a few have failed 
to grasp the importance of existing orders.’’ 

The new olive drab overcoat is now ready for issue. On 
receipt of the olive drab overcoats all blue overcoats will be 
at once turned in to the state arsenal. Requisition will also 
be made for olive drab blankets. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

The report of inspecting officers of the Army on the prac- 
tice march of the 1st Infantry of New Hampshire last June 
Says, in part: ‘‘Professional qualifications of the most of the 
officers were good; but it was noted that some of the subor- 
dinate officers gave incorrect commands, and it was apparent 
from observations during the six days that officers had not 
had enough schooling or instruction in the proper performance 
of their duties. The zeal in the performance of military 
duties was all that could be asked for. Military bearing of 
enlisted men good. The principal deficiencies noted were— 
men were inclined to gaze about in ranks when standing at 
attention for a time: not many men saluted properly upon 
occasions requiring the salute to be given, aad very few of 
the men saluted properly. In each of the companies there 
were a few very young men, none of them probably less than 
eighteen years of age, but not yet fully developed. Otherwise 
the physical qualifications, as nearly as could be determined 
without a closer inspection, seemed to be very good. The 
mental qualifications of the men were good. The zeal in the 
performance of military duties was good. During the six 
days’ march there was very little straggling, and rarely was 
there noted any attempt on the part of any man to shirk any 
of the duties assigned to him.’’ 

The reports went on to say that many of the rifles were 
dirty inside the barrels, and many were rusty. The command 
is well equipped for the field. The close and extended order 
drills and marching was good, and the guard duty was fair. 
There was no practical or theoretical instruction in patrolling 
or rear guard duty during the march, and there was no first 
aid instruction. The instruction of the troops during the 
camp consisted principally of a march and the making and 
breaking of camp daily. During the six days the troops 
marched a total distance of thirty-nine and one-half miles. 
The entire regiment moved out of Wilton for the march in 
good order and with its full quota of transportation. Special 
attention is called to the transportation (wagon), which con- 
sisted of farm wagons of a similar pattern to the escort 
wagon, painted blue, with wagon bows and paulins to cover 
them. The only objection that could be found to the trans- 
portation was that there were only two horses to each wagon. 
This march had been instigated for the purpose of giving the 
men practice in marching and instruction in the making and 
breaking of camp. For this reason it was intended by them 
to leave out practically all other instruction. For the purpose 
intended the march was very successful. A gradual improve- 
ment in the making and breaking of camp, the general police 
of camp and in marching was noted from the beginning. 
During the first three days of the march there was a great 
deal of rain, which prevented practical instruction in field 
work, 


FLORIDA. 


Brig. Gen. J. C. R. Foster, the adjutant general of Florida, 
in a recent general order says: 


‘*The Commander-in-Chief desires through the medium of 
orders to convey to the commanding general and officers and 
enlisted men of the lst Brigade, National Guard of Florida, 
his appreciation of the splendid work of the troops during the 
tour of duty which is just drawing to conclusion. It is felt 
that the field exercises held have been most successfuliy car- 
ried out and that they have resulted in greatly improving the 
efficiency of the command. 

‘‘No mention could be made of the tactical instruction 
which the troops have received, without mention of the effi- 
cient service rendered by the several officers of the U.S. Army 
detailed to attend the encampment in the capacity of inspec- 
tors and instructors, and who have labored unceasingly for 
the improvement of the command. The thanks of the state 
authorities are due and are tendered these officers for their 
zealous discharge of the duties assigned them. 

‘‘The location of the camp grounds, the unlimited supply of 
pure water, the splendid camp administration, the excellence 
of the methods employed to provide for the proper sanitation 
of the camp, and to insure the health of the men, the good 
order and enthusiastic performance of duty by both officers 
and enlisted men, are all conditions which served to make 
this one of, if not the most successful encampment of the 
National Guard of Florida ever held.’’

There- 
fore you are not eligible for discharge by purchase until June 


18, 1912, when it will cost you $120, this being the price of 
discharge ‘‘after one year’s service.’’

HAWAIIAN NOTES. 
Honolulu, H.T., Sept. 25, 1911. 
On Sept. 23 a cablegram was received here announcing the 


delightful fact that Hawaii had been created a separate mili- 
tary department. Almost two years ago your correspondent, 
after looking over the military situation of these islands, 
stated in the Army and Navy Journal that en account of the 
commanding position in the Pacific Ocean this military station 
on Oahu should be made an independent department. The 
length of time, seven or more days’ travel from San Fran- 
cisco, where all orders or changes here had to be submitted 
to the Department of California, hampered proper military 
development for these islands. But now with headquarters 
and a properly equipped departmental force at Honolulu, a 
very great improvement has been made. All who are truly 
interested in the future success of the Service in Hawaii are 
most happy. Your correspondent, however, suggested a dif- 
ferent name for these islands, naming two years ago the De- 
partment of the Pacific. The Department of Hawaii, however, is 
comprehensive enough. Brig. Gen. Montgomery M. Macomb 
is the popular and efficient commanding general of the new 
Department of Hawaii. General Macomb reached Honolulu 
on Jan. 12, 1911, and took command of what was then the 
Military District of Hawaii, headquarters at Honolulu. He 
has had the following staff: Aid, Lieut.

THE HOLLIFIELD TARGET PRACTICE ROD. 


We have the new catalog of the Hllifield Target 
Practice Rod Company, of Middletown, N.Y., whose 
advertisement appears in another column. This catalog 
makes very interesting reading for anyone who is 
interested in rifle and revolver shooting. It tells how 
anyone who wishes to learn to shoot well may do so 
without using any ammunition; or if already an expert 
may easily retain proficiency without going to the range. 

This practice rod attachment for the rifle consists of 


a steel marking rod mounted in a brass tube, which is 
placed in the rifle. The rod is projected from the muzzle 
by the firing mechanism of the gun, through the firing 
pin. After each shot it is automatically returned by 
a spring to normal position. The rod at each shot 





makes a record on a miniature target placed in a holder 
within range of the marking rod. Any variation from 
correct aim is accurately recorded, and every feature 
of shooting, except recoil, is simulated. The illustrated 
catalog, which may be obtained from the Hollifield 
Company, shows very clearly the working of this in- 
teresting target practice device and presents many 
testimonials as to its efficiency. The company write 
that in addition to those appearing they have one “from 
Lieut. Townsend Whelen, U.S.A., the foremost rifleman 
of the United States.” It is stated that these target 
practice devices are in use in the Army, the National 
Guard of many of the states and in the police depart- 
ments of a number of the cities, and are endorsed by 
bs leading firearms experts of both military and civil 
ire.

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A London paper recently reported that a warship was 
at a certain port, where an entertainment in aid of a 
deserving cause was being organized, and a lady sug- 
gested that a real sailor’s hornpipe danced by a blue- 
jacket would be a novel attraction. The officer promptly 
volunteered to find her twenty performers. But his 
confidence received a mild shock when, after exhaustive 
inquiry, he discovered that only one man of the whole 
ship’s company could dance the hornpipe at all, and he a 
steward, who had to be rigged out in bluejacket’s kit in 
order to save the reputation of the ship. This anecdote 
is held to illustrate the decay of traditional naval 
customs, but the decay is not of this century, and it is 
a doubtful question, says the Army and Navy Gazette 
of London, whether sailors have ever been adepts at this 
dance for many years past. It appears to have gone 
out of use with fiddiers and bagpipes, which once formed 
the music on board ship after trumpeters disappeared. 
Far from having a nautical origin, the so-called “sailor’s 
hornpipe” seems to have come from the shore, and even 
its name has a ring of flocks and herds rather than of 
tar and oakum. The hornpipe was formerly the name 
of a musical instrument which became obsolete, where-

upon its name was “appropriated for a jiglike dance, 
common among sailors.” But while the hornpipe is no 
longer a general feature of life on board ship, the blue- 
jacket cannot be said to have lost his lightness of foot, 
and there are some ships which still carry a fiddler, or 
even a piper, for their musician. During the cruise 
of the American Battleship Fleet around the world a 
young American bluejacket, who was a fine violin player, 
developed a great popularity throughout the fleet by his 
ability to play dance tunes when they were wanted. 
He was in great demand throughout the armada, and 
even the Hagship did not deem it beneath its notice to 
seek his musical services. Needless to say, this nautical 
Ole Bull did not find it hard to obtain shore leave, and 
other privileges are said to have come his way as a 
tribute at once to his fiddling talents and to his unfailing 
kindness.

At some of our Western Army posts where the common 
cactus is abundant it may be worth while to try a use 
for it described by U.S. Consul Frederic W. Goding, of 
Montevideo. In the Consular and Trade Reports he 
says: “When traveling through the: rural districts of 
Uruguay, one’s attention is attracted to the fine white 
color of the farm buildings, even during the wet season. 
To obtain this neat effect a whitewash is used which is 
made with the sliced leaves of the common cactus, macer- 
ated in water for twenty-four hours, producing a solu- 
tion of creamy consistence; to this lime is added and 
well mixed. When applied to any surface, be it of wood, 
brick, iron, or other material, a beautiful pearly white 
appearance is produced which will endure through storms 
and frosts for many years. In sections of the United 
States where the cactus is a nuisance, the plant might be 
utilized in the manner suggested.”
